WHEREAS,  We  have  Received  Certain  Information  that  a 
Body  of  near  Three  hundred  Men  in  Arms  in  a  Warlike  man- 
ner entered  the  County  of  Lancaster,  in  this  Province,  and  on 
Sunday,  the  Fifth  Instant,  with  Beat  of  Drum  and  sound  of 
Trumpet,  advanced  to  the  Plantation  late  of  John  Hendricks, 
on  the  West  side  of  Sasquahannah,  lying  several  miles  more 
Northerly  than  the  City  Philadelp'a,  with  Intent,  as  'tis  said, 
to  oust  by  force,  several  of  his  Majesty's  Subjects.  Inhabitants 
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of  that  County,  of  their  Possessions,  and  to  awe  and  terrify 
others  into  an  acknowledgment  of  the  Dominion  and  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Lord  Proprietor  of  Maryland  over  those  parts  of 
the  County  lying  upwards  of  Twenty  Miles  to  the  Northward 
of  the  East  and  West  line  which  by  a  Solemn  Agreement,  en- 
tered into  by  the  Honorable,  the  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania 
and  the  said  Lord  Proprietor  of  Maryland,  now  Subsisting  and 
under  the  Cognizance  of  His  Majesty's  Hight  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, was  fixed  &  Established  as  the  Boundarie  of  their  Re- 
spective Provinces,  which  Military  Preparation  and  Invasion 
hath  by  the  Conduct  and  Resolution  of  our  Inhabitants  on  this 
occasion  been  happily  frustrated.  AND  WHEREAS,  these  Ex- 
traordinary Proceedings  in  spreding  Uneasiness  and  Terror 
amongst  the  Inhabitants,  and  thereby  Hindring  them  from  the 
Pursuit  of  their  lawfull  Business  and  Occupations  are  not  only 
altogether  unjustifiable  between  the  subjects  of  the  same  Gra- 
cious Sovereign,  whose  diffusive  Goodness  and  Care  for  their 
Welfare  and  Security  equally  Extend  to  all,  but  must  undoubt- 
edly be  construed  a  levying  of  War  against  his  Subjects  of  this 
R-ovince.  in  direct  violation  of  his  Peace  within  the  same  as 
v.'ell  as  in  Manifest  Contempt  of  that  high  Authority  where  the 
Dispute  between  the  Proprietors  of  Pennsylvania  and  Mary- 
land, touching  their  Boundaries  does  Now  depend  for  a  final 
Decision  and  may,  in  their  Consequences,  Involve  his  Majesty's 
Subjects  in  Contests  whereby  their  lives  may  be  Exposed  to 
danger  and  their  Estates  to  Depredations.  WE  have,  there-

as  also  those  of  the  County  of  Chester,  to  Hold  themselves  in 
a  Readiness  (upon  any  Threatened  Attack  or  Invasion)  with  the 
Possie  of  their  Respective  Counties  for  Preserving  his  Majesty's 
Peace,  and  for  Preventing  all  Riotts,  Tumults  and  other  Dis- 
orders within  their  Bailywicks  that  they  Use  their  Utmost 
Diligence  in  apprehending  and  Securing  all  such  Persons  as 
have  been  the  Incendiaries  in  or  the  Authors  and  Abettors  of 
these  late   Disturbances,   or   shall   hereafter  be   aiding  or  as- 
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sisting  in  any  others  for  the  Future  and  in  General  that  the 
said  Sherifs  exert  the  Legal  powers  wherewith  they  are  In-

WRIT    OF    EXECUTION     OF    A     DECREE— RICHARDSON 
AGAINST    HAMILTON. 


GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Ireland  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  so  forth. 
To  Andrew  Hamilton,  Esquire,  Whereas  a  certain  final  Judg- 
ment or  Decree  hath  been  lately  made  in  our  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, in  the  words  following:    Whereas,  heretofore  (that  is  to 
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say),  in  or  about  Trinity  Term  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign 
of  his  late  Majesty,  King  George  the  First,  and  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five,  Zacha- 
riah  Richardson  &  Rebecca,  his  Wife,  late  Widow  of  William 
Clark,  the  younger,  dec'ed,  and  Rebecca  Ann  &  Elizabeth 
Clark,  Infants,  Daughters  of  the  said  William  Clark  &  Rebecca, 
by  the  said  Zachariah  and  Rebecca,  their  next  friends.  Com- 
plainants, Exhibited  their  bill  of  Complaint  into  this  High  and 
Honorable  Court  of  Chancery  against  Andrew  Hamilton,  Es- 
quire, Clenient  Plumsted,  Henderson  Howston,  son  and  heir 
of  Anthony  Houston,  deceased.  Jonathan  Houstown  and  Wil- 
liam Dixon,  surviving  Executors  of  the  said  Anthony  Hous- 
town, Defendants  setting  forth  that  the  Compl't,  Rebecca,  the 
Mother,  being  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Seven  hundred  and 
four  a  single  woman  and  in  Pensilvania  and  having  a  fortune 
of  One  thousand  eight  hundred  pounds  and  upwards,  the  said 
William  Clark,  the  younger,  by  his  Father's  consent,  made  his 
address  to  her  in  the  way  of  marriage,  and  William  Clark, 
the  Father,  being  seized  of  a  lot  of  Ground  in  Philadelphia, 
on  which  he  had  built  and  made  great  Improvements,  pro- 
posed to  settle  the  same  upon  his  son  and  the  said  Compl't. 
Rebecca  and  their  Issue,  and  by  Indenture  dated  the  Twen- 
tieth day  of  March,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four,  be- 
tween the  said  William  Clark,  the  Father,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  said  William  Clark,  the  younger,  his  son,  and  the 
Compl't  Rebecca,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  William  Clark, 
the  Father,  Conveyed  to  William  Clark  the  son,  the  said  Lot 
and  Premises.  To  hold  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Clark,  the 
son  and  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  and  the  Survivor  of  them,  and 
after  their  Deceases,  to  the  Child  or  Children  of  that  marriage, 
and  his  and  their  Heirs  and  Assigns  for  ever,  and  for  want 
of  such  Issue  the  Premises  to  be  at  the  Disposal  of  the  said 
William  Clark,  Junior  or  of  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  which  of 
them  should  survive.  Provided,  if  the  marriage  should  not 
take  effect  within  Six  months  from  the  date  of  the  said  Inden- 
ture, the  same  to  be  void.  And  setting  forth  that  the  said  in- 
tended Marriage  took  effect  within  the  said  six  months  and 
the  possession  of  the  said  Premises  soon  after  the  said  Mar- 
riage was  delivered  to  the  said  William  Clark,  Junior  and  the 
Compl't  Rebecca,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Settlement,  and  they 
continued  to  live  upon  the  said  Premises  untill  the  beginning 
of  May,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen,  in  which 
time  they  much  improved  the  same  and  had  Issue  between 
them,  the  three  Infant  Compl'ts.     But  the  Compl't  Rebecca  hav- 
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ing  a  legacy  of  four  hundred  Pounds  left  her  by  her  mother, 
who  lived  in  Barbados,  and  an  annuity  of  Twenty-five  pounds 
for  her  life,  which  she  could  not  receive  whilst  at  Philadel- 
phia, the  said  Compl't  Rebecca,  with  her  said  late  Husband 
and  ffamily,  did  go  to  Barbados  to  have  the  benefit  thereof, 
but  before  they  went  they  left  their  said  Marriage  Settlement, 
and  all  other  Title  Deeds  of  the  Premises  and  the  Certificate  of 
the  Compl'ts  Rebecca's  Marriage  to  the  said  William  Clark 
the  son,  with  the  Defendant  Plumsted  and  his  Wife,  who  was  a 
near  Relation  of  the  Compl't  Rebecca's,  and  the  Complainant 
Rebecca  and  her  said  Husband  did.  by  letter  of  Attorney  im- 
power  the  said  Deft.  Plumsted  to  let  and  set  their  said  lands 
and  the  Deft.  Hamilton  promised  to  assist  the  said  Defendant 
Plumsted  therein,  and  that  the  Defendant  Hamilton,  having 
a  design  to  defraud  the  said  Complainant  Rebecca,  prevailed 
upon  the  Deft  Plumsted  to  let  him,  the  said  Premises  at  the 
rent  of  thirty  pounds  a  year,  which  the  said  defendant  Plum- 
sted did,  and  the  said  Defendant  Hamilton  pretended  that  the 
said  House  and  Premises,  Although  the  Complainant's  Hus- 
band, when  they  went  to  Barbados  left  them  in  good  repair, 
was  in  a  very  bad  and  ruinous  condition,  and  that  the  Rent  h'fe 
was  to  pay  would  not  be  sufficient  to  Answer  necessary  re- 
pairs in  several  years,  and  under  Pretence  &  colour  thereof,  re- 
fused to  come  to  an  account  with  the  Compl'ts  &  that  the 
Deft  Hamilton  made  several  chargeable  and  unnecessary  Al- 
terations in  the  Premises,  and  made  several  expensive  Build- 
ings and  outhouses,  and  a  large  and  sumptuous  Garden,  the 
extravagent  charges  whereof  he  endeavored  to  lay  upon  the 
Complainant's  late  Husband,  and  pretended  that  the  Com- 
pl't Rebecca  and  her  said  Husband,  or  the  Deft  Plumsteo 
agreed  to  allow  the  same.  And  that  the  Defendant  Hamilton, 
intending  to  defeat  the  Complainant  and  her  Children  of  the 
right  of  Inheritance  of  the  said  Premises  he  would  any  Pre- 
vious Notice  to  them  to  Defend  themselves  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  Eighteen,  in  thR 
name*  of  one  Anthony  Houston,  petitioned  the  Assembly  of 
Pen.silvania  then  setting,  for  Leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  sale 
of  the  said  Premises  as  part  of  the  said  William  Clark,  the 
Father's  estate,  for  payment  of  his  debts,  and  that  the  As- 
sembly, being  imposed  upon  by  the  many  false  recitals  and 
allegations  in  the  said  Petition,  the  Compl't  Rebecca  and  her 
Children  being  then  in  Barbados  as  aforesaid,  and  therefore 
having  no  opportunity  of  being  heard  at  the  reading  of  the 
said  Bill,  the  same  was  afterward  passed  And  thereby  it  was 
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enacted  that  the  said  messuage  &  lot  of  gi'ound,  with  the  ap- 
purtenances, should  be  vested  in  Charles  Read,  William  Fish- 
bourn  &  Israel  Pemberton,  therein  mentioned  upon  trust  by 
sale  thereof,  to  raise  One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  pounds  fif- 
teen shillingsandten  pence  farthing,  pretended  to  be  due  to  the 
said  Anthony  Houston,  on  a  bond  from  the  said  William  Clark, 
the  ffather  &  William  Clark  the  son,  and  if  any  mpney  should 
remain  in  the  trustees'  hands  after  Satisfaction  of  the  said 
pretended  Debt  and  of  the  charges  of  obtaining  the  said  Act 
and  the  Trustees  executing  the  said  Trust,  the  said  Trustees 
were  to  apply  it  for  the  payment  of  such  Debts  as  should  ap- 
pear due  to  Andrew  Robinson  from  the  estate  of  William  Clark 
the  Father  and  William  Clark  the  son,  and  the  surplus  (if  any) 
to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Widow  and  Children  of 
William  Clark  the  son:  Provided  to  the  Intent  the  Widow 
might  have  an  opportunity  to  prevent  the  sale  by  paying  or 
securing  the  Debt.  The  premises  should  not  be  sold  by  virtue 
of  the  Act  until  the  sixteenth  day  of  November  then 
next,  that  the  Compl't  Rebecca  having  intelligence  thereof  by 
letters  from  the  said  Deft  Plumsted,  went  from  Barbados  to 
Philadelphia  in  hopes  to  have  prevented  the  sale  of  the  said 
Estate,  where  she  arrived  within  the  time  limited  by  the  Pro- 
viso in  the  said  Act,  but  the  Deft  Hamilton  had  prevailed  thai 
the  said  Estate  should  be  sold  before  the  next  Assembly  met. 
without  giving  the  Compl't  Rebecca  an  opportunity  to  oppose 
such  sale,  and  the  same  was  accordingly  sold  to  the  said  An- 
thony HowstowD,  the  father  of  the  said  Henderson  Hous- 
town,  who  is  since  dead,  and  he  afterward  conveyed  the  same- 
to  the  said  Deft  Hamilton,  and  that  the  Compl'ts  petitioned 
the  Assembly  at  their  next  meeting  against  such  sale,  but  the 
same  being  rejected  by  them,  the  Complainant  Zachariah,  iu 
the  month  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  &  nineteen,  came  over  to  England  and  petitioned  the 
then  Lords  Justices,  his  Majesty  being  then  abroad  to  repeal 
the  said  Act,  which,  being  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
they  having  found  the  Allegations  thereof  to  be  true,  repre- 
sented to  his  Majesty  the  said  Act  as  proper  to  be  repealed, 
and  thereupon  his  Majesty,  in  Council,  pursuant  to  the  Power 
reserved  in  the  Charter  of  propriety  to  William  Penn,  Es- 
quire, declared  his  disallowance  of  the  said  Act,  and  the  said 
Act  was  accordingly  repealed.  And  that  the  said  Compl't  Zach- 
ariah soon  after  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  in  the  month  oi 
April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord.  One  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  twenty,  and  served  the  Deputy  Governor  and  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  with  the  said  Order  for  the  Repeal  of  the  said  Aci. 
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and  also  Demanded  the  Possession  of  the  Premises  and  an  ac- 
count of  the  Rents  &  Profits,  offering  to  Discount  what  he 
had  laid  out  on  necessary  repairs,  but  the  said  Defendant  in- 
sisted on  his  Right  to  the  premises  &  refused  to  account  for 
the  said  Rents  and  profits.  Therefore,  that  the  Defendants 
might  answer  the  premises,  and  that  the  said  sale  and  Pur- 
chase might  be  set  aside  and  the  said  Defendant  be  com- 
pelled to  deliver  up  to  the  Complainants  the  possession  of  the 
said  Premises  &  the  Certificate  of  the  said  marriage  and  mar- 
riage Settlement  and  Title  Deeds  and  might  come  to  an  Ac- 
count for  the  Rents  &  Profits  of  the  said  Premises,  and  to  be 
relieved,  the  said  Compl'ts  prayed  the  aid  &  assistance  of  this 
Honorable  Court,  and  that  process  of  Subpoena  might  be 
awarded  against  the  said  Defendants  to  compel  them  to  ap- 
pear in  this  Honorable  Court  and  Answer  the  said  Bill,  which, 
being  granted  &  served  the  said  Defendants  appeared  and  an- 
swered accordingly,  And  the  Defendant  Andrew  Hamilton  as 
to  so  much  of  the  Compl'ts  Bill  as  demanded  to  have  the 
Title  Deeds  and  Possession  of  the  said  House  and  Lot  of 
Ground,  and  to  have  an  Account  of  the  Rents  from  his  the  said 
Defendant's  first  entring  into  possession  put  in  a  plea  thereto, 
which  upon  Arguing  was  ordered  to  stand  for  an  Answer,  and 
the  benefit  thereof  saved  to  the  said  Defendant  untill  the  hear- 
ing of  the  said  cause.  And  the  said  Defendant,  Andrew  Hamil- 
ton thereby  sett  forth  that  King  Charles  the  Second,  by  his 
letters  patents,  bearing  date  the  Fourth  day  of  March,  in  the 
Thirty-third  year  of  his  Reign,  granted  to  William  Penn, 
Esquire,  his  heirs  and  assigns  a  tract  of  Land  in  America, 
called  Pensilvania,  with  a  power  of  making  Laws  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  said  Plantation,  under  the  Limitations,  and 
according  to  the  Directions  therein  for  that  purpose  granted 
and  that  if  any  of  the  said  Laws  should  within  six  months  after 
they  should  be  transmitted  to  Great  Britain,  as  by  the  said 
Charter,  they  were  directed,  be  declared  by  his  said  Majesty, 
his  Heirs  and  Successors  in  his  or  their  privy  Council,  incon- 
sistent with  the  Sovereignty  or  Contrary  to  the  Faith  &  Al- 
legiance due  to  the  legall  Government  of  this  Realm,  from  the 
said  William  Penn  or  his  Heirs  or  the  Planters  or  Inhabitants 
of  the  said  Province,  and  that  thereupon  any  of  the  said  Laws 
should  be  adjudged  and  declared  void  by  his  said  late  Majestys, 
his  heirs  &  Successors  under  his  or  their  privy  seal,  that  then 
such  Laws  should  become  void  or  otherwise  to  remain  in  full 
Force  or  Virtue  and  that  the  said  Act  was  in  the  Month  of 
May,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighteen  duely  passed 
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by  Wililam  Keith,  Esquire,  Deputy  of  William  Penn,  Esquire, 
the  proprietor  of  the  said  Province,  according  to  the  form  di- 
rected by  the  said  Charter,  and  in  pursuance  thereof  the  said 
Premises  were  sold  for  three  hundred  and  fifteen  pounds,  Pen- 
silvania  money,  to  the  said  Anthony  Houstown.  And  that  the 
said  Anthony  Houstown,  sometime  after  the  Conveyance  of 
the  Premises,  before  the  Compl'ts  Zachariah  or  Rebecca  ap- 
plyed  to  his  Majesty  to  make  or  declare  the  said  Act  to  be 
void  (viz.),  About  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  &  Eighteen,  did  for  four 
hundred  pounds,  or  very  near  that  sum,  convey  the  premises  to 
him  the  said  Defendant  Andrew  Hamilton,  his  Heirs  and  As- 
signs in  ffee,  and  that  afterwards,  on  the  sixteenth  Day  of 
November,  in  the  said  year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighteen,  and  before  the  date  of  the  order  in  Council,  the  said 
Defendant  Hamilton,  in  Complyance  with  the  said  Act  of 
Assembly,  accounted  with  the  said  Charles  Read  and  William 
Ffishbourne  for  the  Rents  &  Profits  of  the  said  Premises  from 
the  time  the  said  Defendant  entered  into  possession  to  the 
date  of  the  conveyance  made  by  them  to  the  said  Anthony 
Houstown,  And  the  said  Act  was  within  five  years  after  the 
making,  transmitted  and  delivered  to  the  Privy  Council,  and 
his  late  Majesty  within  six  months  after  it  was  so  transmitted, 
did  not  declare  the  same  void  in  pursuance  of  the  power  re- 
served in  the  said  Charter,  and  that  if  the  said  Order  in  Coun- 
cil for  making  void  the  said  Act  had  been  made  pursuant  to 
the  Terms  of  the  Charter,  yet  he,  the  said  Defendant  Hamil- 
ton, being  a  fair  purchaser,  for  a  valuable  Consideration,  even 
before  the  date  of  such  order,  and  at  a  time  when  the  said 
Law  or  Act  remained  in  full  force,  his  purchase  was  good  and 
valid,  according  to  the  said  Charter  and  Usage  of  the  Prov- 
ince, And  the  said  Defendant,  Andrew  Hamilton  did,  by  lil^ 
Answer  sett  forth  that  he  hath  heard  that  William  Clark  the 
son  marryed  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  but  whether  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  said  Indenture,  knew  not,  And 
that  William  Clark,  the  ffather,  for  the  Consideration  aforesaid 
executed  the  said  Deed  of  the  Twentieth  of  March,  One  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  four,  and  he  acknowledged  he  had  in 
his  Custody  a  Deed  signed  William  Clark,  and  that  the  Con- 
tents were  to  the  purport  as  sett  forth  in  the  Bill,  and  the  said 
Defendant  Hamilton  believed  that  the  said  William  Clark, 
the  Father,  at  the  time  of  his  Death  was  seized  &  possessed  of 
a  Real  &  Personal  Estate,  and  that  William  Clark,  the  younger 
was  indebted  in  several  sums,  and  frequently  did  advise  with 
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him,  the  said  Defendant,  how  he  should  dispose  of  his  said 
House  &  Lott  for  the  payment  of  his  own  Debts,  and  not  be 
lyable  to  be  sued  for  his  Father's  Debts,  and  then  shewed  the 
Defendant  a  Writing  which  he  said  was,  and  he  believed  to  be 
a  Copy  of  the  said  Settlement,  And  the  Defendant  Hamilton 
told  the  said  William  Clark  the  younger  that  if  the  marriage 
took  Effect  within  the  time  Limitted  in  the  said  Deed  It  was 
his  opinion  no  good  title  could  be  made  of  the  Premises,  And 
had  heard  that  the  Complainant  Rebecca  left  the  Settlement 
with  the  Defendant  Plumsted,  but  knew  not  that  she  left  any 
Title  Deeds  or  her  Marriage  Certificate  or  any  Letter  of  Attor- 
ney to  the  Effect  aforesaid.  And  that  in  the  year  One  thousand 
seven  hundred  &  Fourteen  he,  the  said  Defendant  Hamilton, 
was  about  purchasing  a  new  House  in  Philadelphia,  but  the 
Deft  Plumsted  advis&d  him  not  to  purchase  that  and  pro- 
posed to  let  him  the  said  William  Clarke's  House  on  any 
Terms  to  prevent  its  falling  down,  but  he  viewed  it  and  find- 
ing it  very  ruinous  &  Altogether  untenantable,  and  lying  re- 
mote in  the  Town,  declined  being  concerned  in  it,  but  that  the 
said  Defendant  Plumsted  importuned  him  to  take  and  repair 
the  said  William  Clark's  House  as  he  believed  in  pure  Compas- 
sion to  the  said  William  Clark  and  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  whose 
ffriend  he  had  always  been,  and  thereupon  he  told  the  said 
Defendant  Plumsted  that  if  it  could  be  repaired  fit  to  live  in 
conveniently  for  one  hundred  pounds  he  would  take  it  and 
give  twenty-four  pounds  a  year  from  the  time  he  should  enter 
into  it  and  take  his  Charges  of  Repairs  out  of  the  Rent,  to 
which  Plumsted  agreed,  and  thereupon  he  &  the  said  Deft 
Hamilton  wrote  to  the  said  William  Clark,  in  Barbados,  ac- 
quainting him  what  he  hsid  proposed  and  agreed  upon.  And 
this  Deft,  as  he  remembered,  in  the  year  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifteen  employed  Workmen  to  repair  the  said 
House,  and  after  they  had  pulled  down  such  part  as  appeared 
to  be  rotten,  found  it  much  worse  than  they  expected  and 
shewed  it  to  the  said  Deft  Plumsted,  as  he  believed,  in  his  ab- 
sence, he,  the  said  Deft  Hamilton  being  then  in  Maryland, 
whereupon  the  Deft  Plumsted,  as  he  had  often  said,  directed 
them  to  go  on  and  repair  it  as  well  as  they  could,  for  that  it 
would  fall  if  not  repaired,  and  that  when  he  returned  from 
Maryland  he  desired  the  Deft  Plumsted  to  take  it  off  his 
hands,  and  that  at  Deft  Plumsted's  desire  he  proceeded  in  the 
Repair  of  the  said  House,  without  any  view  at  that  time  of 
purchasing  the  same,  that  by  sundry  letters  wrote  from  the 
said  William  Clark,  the  younger,  he  approved  of  the  repair- 
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ing  the  said  House,  and  retaining  the  Rents  untill  he  shouro 
be  reimbursed,  and  desired  that  he.  the  said  Deft  would  and 
that  he  made  no  unnecessary  repairs  and  the  workmen  viewed 
the  same  when  an  Account  of  his  disbursements  were  given 
into  the  Trustees  in  the  said  Act  named,  who  approved  of  the 
said  repairs  which  were  done  to  make  the  said  House  tenant- 
able  and  denyed  he  made  any  new  House  or  Garden  on  the 
Premises  untill  he  had  purchased  the  same  and  believed  the 
Assembly  passed  the  Act  to  the  purport  aforesaid,  and  that  the 
Premises  were  sold  to  the  said  Anthony  Houstown  for  three 
hundred  and  fifteen  pounds,  Pensilvania  money,  and  the  Deft, 
upon  having  the  Premises  conveyed  to  him  by  the  said  An- 
thony Houstown,  paid  to  him  near  four  hundred  pounds,  but 
could  not  say  exactly  what  the  abatement  was,  his  Books  be- 
ing in  Pennsylvania  &  tho'  he  thought  the  premises  would  not 
sell  for  above  six  hundred  pounds,  he  had  laid  out  near  eight 
hundred  pounds  upon  the  same  since  his  purchase,  besides 
what  he  had  laid  out  before,  nor  did  he  believe  any  person 
would  give  him  above  twenty-six  pounds  a  year.  Pensilvania 
money,  and  be  obliged  to  keep  the  House  and  Garden  in  re- 
pair. And  admitted  that  the  Compl't  Rebecca  petitioned  the 
Assembly  of  Pensilvania  concerning  her  Right  to  the  Prem- 
ises, praying  thereby  that  the  said  Act  might  be  repealed,  but 
the  said  Assembly  ordered  the  same  to  be  laid  aside,  the  said 
Compl't  Rebecca  not  having  made  out  the  allegations  in  her 
petition,  and  admitted  that  the  Compl't  Zachariah  came  to 
England  and  in  the  absence  of  the  said  Anthony  Houstown  & 
of  him  the  said  Deft  and  without  notice  to  either  of  them,  ap- 
plyed  to  the  Lords  Justices  in  Council,  as  aforesaid,  and  ad- 
mitted the  King  was  pleased  by  his  Order  in  Council  to  de- 
clare the  said  Act  to  be  void  and  admitted  that  the  said 
Compl't  Zachariah  arrived  at  Philadelphia  about  the  time 
aforesaid  and  brought  his  Majesty's  order  concerning  the  said 
Act,  of  which  he  had  notice,  and  that  the  Compl't  Zachariah 
asked  him  to  deliver  the  possession  of  the  premises,  which  he 
refused  to  do.  And  that  the  said  Deft  then  told  him  that  he 
had  purchased  the  Premises  and  had  accounted  with  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  Rents  due  from  the  time  the  said  Deft  entred  into 
the  House  untill  the  time  of  the  purchase  made  by  the  said 
Anthony  Houstown,  and  the  said  Deft  Clement  Plumsted  by 
his  answer  said  The  said  William  Clark  the  son  sent  to  him 
after  he  went,  or  about  the  time  of  his  going  to  Barbados  a 
Letter  of  Attorney,  the  form  of  which  was  printed,  and  whicli 
was  a  general  power  to  him.  the  said  Deft,  to  sue  for  recover 
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and  receive  any  sume  of  money  or  debt  due  to  him.  but  the 
same  did  not  contain  any  sort  of  authority  to  Lett  or  Lease  the 
said  Premises,  and  that  the  said  Compl't  Rebecca,  at  the  time 
she  went  from  Philadelphia,  did  by  word  of  Mouth  desire  him, 
the  said  Defend't,  to  get  some  Person  who  would  live  in  the 
said  House  and  prevent  its  falling  down  and  repair  it  out  of  the 
Rent,  and  that,  after  the  said  William  Clark  the  son,  and  the 
said  Compl't  Rebecca  were  gone  to  Barbados  he,  the  said  Deft, 
continued  to  act  very  Justly  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  William 
Clark  and  his  Wife,  for  that  the  House,  being  uninhabited,  and 
out  of  repair  and   continually  growing  worse,  and   the  Deft 
Hamilton  then  coming  to  live  in  Philadelphia,  and  designing 
to  buy  or  rent  some  House,  there  he,  the  said  Defend't  much 
importuned  him,  the  Deft  Hamilton,  that  he  would  take  the 
Premises  and  repair  them  out  of  the  Rent,  which  proposal  he 
very  many  times  rejected,  alledging  the  ruinous  condition  of 
the  premises,  but  at  length  this  Deft  prevailed  with  the  Deft 
Hamilton   to  take  the  premises  and  the  rent  the  said  Deft 
Hamilton  was  to  pay  was  twenty-four  pounds  a  year,  as  this 
Deft  remembered,  upon  condition  the  premises  should  not  re- 
quire above  one  hundred  pounds  to  be  laid  out  to  put  the  said 
premises  in  tenantable  repair  and  that  what  he  should  lay  out 
in  such  repairs  should  be  deducted  out  of  the  rent,  &  that  what 
Deft  did  was  with  a  real  Intent  to  serve  the  said  William 
Clark  &  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  but.  as  he  thought  he  had  not  a 
sufficient  power  to  make  any   bargain  he  wrote   to  the  said 
William  Clark  the  son,  and  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  or  one  of 
them,   giving  them   an   account  of  what  had  passed  between 
him,  the  said  Deft,  and  the  Deft  Hamilton  in  relation  to  the 
premises  which  they,  by  one  or  more  letters,  approved  of,  and 
this  Deft  further  said  That  the  said  House,  in  the  year  One 
thousand   seven   hundred   and   fifteen  was   scarce   Tenantable, 
tho'    the    Deft    Hamilton    had    made    many    repairs    thereon. 
And  the  Deft  said  that  the  Compl't  Rebecca  and  her  Children 
had  a  very  good  opportunity  of  being  heard  against  the  Bill 
for  the  sale  of  the  said  Premises  and  remembered,  as  soon  as 
he  heard  the  said  Anthony  Houstown  intended  to  apply  to  the 
Assembly   he  gave  the  Compl't  Rebecca  an   account  thereof, 
and  said  she  had  an  opportunity  enough  of  coming  to  the  As- 
sembly in  Person  and  denyed  that  he  knew  that  the  said  Deft 
Hamilton  would  be  the  purchaser  of  the  premises  in  case  the 
Act  passed  for  that  he  often  heard  him  declare  his  resolution 
to  the  contrary  and  that  he  never  would  be  concerned  in  the 
Estate  on  any  Terms,  and  altho'  he  afterwards  purchased  the 
premises  the  said  Deft  believed  he  proceeded  so  to  do  from

the  Danger  he,  the  said  Deft  Hamilton  Conceived  of  losing 
the  money  which  he  had  laid  out  on  the  said  Premises.  AND 
the  Deft  Henderson  Houstown,  by  his  answer  said  that  the 
said  Anthony  Houstown  made  his  will  bearing  date  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  June,  One  thousand  seven  Hundred  &  twenty- 
four,  &  appointed  the  Deft  Jonathan  Houstown  &  William 
Dixon  &  James  Robinson.  Esquire,  and  Rowland  Ffitzgerald, 
both  since  dece'd,  his  Exe'rs,  and  the  said  Defts  Jonathan 
Houstown  &  William  Dixon  proved  the  same  And  admitted 
that  he  is  the  Eldest  Son  &  heir  of  his  P^ather,  but  was  a 
stranger  to  all  the  matters  afores'd.  And  the  said  Defts  Jona- 
than Houstown  &  William  Dixon,  by  their  Answer,  admitted 
the  said  Will  of  the  said  Anthony  Houstown.  and  that  he 
made  such  Executors  thereof  as  aforesaid,  and  that  they,  the 
said  Defts,  proved  his  Will  and  are  unacquainted  with  any 
of  the  Transactions  aforesaid,  And  all  the  said  Defts  denyed 
Combination,  and  concluded  their  answers  with  the  general 
Traverse,  To  which  answers  of  the  Defts  Andrew  Hamilton 
and  Clement  Plumsted,  the  said  Compl'ts  replyed  and  Issue  be- 
ing Joyned  divers  Witnesses  were  examined  and  publication 
duly  passed  and  other  Proceedings  were  had  in  the  said  cause. 
As  by  the  pleadings  and  proceedings  thereof  filed  and  re- 
maining as  of  record  in  this  Hon'ble  Court,  relation  being 
thereunto  had  may  more  fully  and  at  large  appear,  And  this 
Cause,  thus  standing  in  Court,  and  ready  for  a  hearing,  was 
set  down  to  be  heard,  and  the  same  coming  to  be  heard  and 
debated  in  open  Court  on  the  fifth  and  sixth  Days  of  June, 
Instant,  as  also  upon  this  present  day,  before  the  Right  Hon- 
ourable, the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  in  the 
presence  of  Council  Learned  on  both  sides,  and  the  pleadings 
in  the  Cause  being  opened  the  substance  of  the  Compl'ts  Bill 
and  the  Defts  answers  appeared  to  be  to  the  effect  herein  be- 
fore recited,  Whereupon  and  upon  Long  debate  of  the  matter, 
and  hearing  an  affidavit  of  Mathew  Pratt,  whereby  it  appeared 
that  he  had  served  the  said  Charles  Read  and  William  fflsh- 
bourne  with  process  of  supoena  to  appear  and  answer  the  said 
Compl'ts  Bill,  An  Act  of  Assembly  passed  in  One  thousand 
seven  hundred  &  fifteen,  for  acknowledging  and  Recording  of 
Deeds,  The  plea  and  answer  of  the  Defend't  Hamilton,  The 
Indenture  of  Settlement  of  the  Twentieth  of  March.  One  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  four,  a  paper  writing,  dated  in  Pen- 
silvania.  the  twenty-third  Day  of  the  fifth  month.  One  thou- 
sand seven  Hundred  and  Nineteen.  A  Receipt  signed  Anthony 
Houstown,  dated  the  Fourteenth  of  Dec'r,  One  thousand  Seven 
Hundred  and   eighteen,   for  the  purchase  money  paid   by  the 
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Defend't  Hamilton,  a  writing  signed  Andrew  Hamilton,  dated 
the  Eleventh  of  July,  One  thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Nineteen.  Mr.  Sharpe,  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  privy  Council, 
attending,  and  being  asked  declared  that  there  have  been  sev- 
eral Acts  of  Assembly  passed  in  the  Province  of  Pensilvania 
lately  repealed  by  Order  of  the  King  in  Council,  under  the 
Seal  of  the  Councill,  and  that  the  same  hath  been  the  constant 
way  of  Repealing  such  Acts  of  Assembly  without  any  direction 
for  passing  the  same  under  the  privy  Seal,  a  letter  from  Re- 
becca Clark,  at  Barbados,  to  the  Deft  Plumsted,  dated  the 
tenth  of  the  second  month,  one  thousand  Seven  hundred  & 
eighteen,  a  letter  from  William  Clark,  dated  at  Barbados,  to 
the' Deft  Plumsted,  dated  the  twenty-eighth  of  the  first  month, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen;  another  letter  from 
the  said  William  Clark  dated  at  Barbados,  to  the  Deft  Plum^ 
sted,  dated  the  twenty-second  of  the  eighth  month,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  fourteen;  a  letter  from  the  Deft 
Plumsted,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  to  the  Compl't  Rebecca,  dated 
the  second  of  the  fourth  month,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighteen,  the  answer  of  the  Deft  Hamilton  as  to  the  Re- 
pairs and  the  proofs  taken  in  a  Cause  read,  and  what  was 
alleged  on  both  sides.  His  Lordship  did  declare  that  the  Com- 
pl't Rebecca  Richardson  is  Well  entitled  for  life  to  the  House 
&  Lott  of  Ground  in  Question  in  the  Pleadings  mentioned, 
with  Remainders  to  the  Compl'ts,  the  Infants,  according  to  the 
deed  of  the  Twentieth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred &  four.  It  is  therefore,  this  present  day -(that  is  to  say), 
upon  Friday,  the  Eighth  day  of  June,  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Second,  by  the  Grace 
of  God  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland  King,  Defender  of 
the  Faith,  and  so  forth,  And  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  thirty-three,  by  the  Right  Honoura- 
ble Peter,  Lord  King  Baron  of  Ockham.  Lord  High  Chancel- 
lor of  Great  Britain,  and  by  the  Power  and  Authority  of  this 
High  and  Honourable  Court  of  Chancery,  Ordered,  Adjudged 
&  DECREED  that  the  said  Deft  Hamilton  do  Deliver  the  pos- 
session of  the  said  House  and  Lott  of  ground  to  the  said  Com- 
pl't Rebecca  Richardson,  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  her  during 
her  life,  and  after  her  Death  by  the  Compl'ts  the  Infants,  ac- 
cording to  the  said  Deed  of  the  Twentieth  of  March,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  four,  and  that  the  said  Deft  Hamilton 
do  come  to  an  account  before  M'r  Holford.  one  of  the  Masters 
of  this  Court,  for  the  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  said  premises, 
since  the  time  of  his  entry  thereon,  and  in  taking  of  the  said 
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account  the  Deft  Hamilton  is  to  be  allowed  what  he  hath 
laid  out  in  repairs  of  the  said  premises,  not  exceeding  the 
Rent,  and  all  other  just  allowances  and  for  the  15etter  clearing 
of  the  matters  aforesaid  the  said  Deft  Hamilton  is  to  produce 
before  the  said  Master,  upon  Oath,  all  books  of  Account,  papers 
and  Writings  which  he  hath  in  his  Custody  or  power  relating 
thereto,  and  to  be  examined  upon  Interrogatories  as  the 
said  Master  shall  direct,  and  the  said  Master  is  to  tax  the  said 
Compl'ts  their  Costs  of  this  Suit,  and  what  the  said  Master 
shall  find  and  Certyfy  to  be  due  to  the  Compl'ts  from  the  said 
Deft  Hamilton,  as  aforesaid,  after  all  just  allowances,  the  said 
Deft  Hamilton  is  hereby  Ordered  and  Decreed  to  pay  the  same 
to  the  said  Compl'ts  Richardson  and  his  Wife,  and  it  is  further 
ordered  that  the  Compl'ts  Bill  be  dismissed  as  against  the 
Deft  Plumsted,  without  costs,  And  it  being  alleged  that  there 
was  an  Order  made  in  this  Cause  on  the  Ninth  day  of  January 
last  for  referring  the  ^aid  Deft  Hamilton's  Interrogatories  and 
Depositions  for  Scandal  and  Impertinence  to  Mr.  Elde,  one  of 
the  Masters  of  this  Court,  and  that  the  said  Master  having  re- 
ported the  same  to  be  scandalous  and  Impertinent,  It  was  by 
a  subsequent  Order  of  the  Fourteenth  Day  of  March  last  re- 
ferred back  to  the  said  Master  to  Expunge  the  said  Scandal 
and  Impertinence  and  to  tax  the  Compl'ts  their  Costs  in  re- 
spect thereof,  which  the  said  Master  had  accordingly  done, 
and  the  said  Costs  Amounted  to  Forty-seven  pounds,  eight 
shillings  and  four  pence,  which  are  unpaid,  and  therefore 
prayed  that  the  Said  Complainants  may  have  the  benefit  of  the 
said  Orders  &  Report.  It  is  thereupon  further  ordered  that 
the  said  Orders  and  Report,  and  the  benefit  thereof  be  con- 
tinued to  the  said  Compl'ts.  THEREFORE,  we  strictly  injoin 
and  command  you,  the  said  Andrew  Hamilton,  effectually  to 
perform,  fullfill  and  execute  all  and  every,  the  matters  & 
things  specified  and  contained  in  the  said  recited  final  judg- 
ment or  Decree,  so  far  as  the  same  any  way  concern  you,  ac- 
cording to  the  Tenor  and  true  meaning  thereof,  and  hereof 
fail  not,  at  your  Peril.

their  Appurtenances,  unto  the  said  James  Lewis,  his  Heirs  and 
Assigns,  to  the  only  Use  and  Behoof  of  the  said  James  Lewis, 
his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  for  Ever,  TO  BE  HOLDEN  of  Us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania  as  of

KNOW  that,  i-eposmg  special  Trust  and  Confidence  in  your 
Honesty,  Sldll  and  Integrity,  I  have  Nominated,  Constituted 
and  Appointed  you,  the  said  Thomas  Laurie,  and  you  arc 
hereby  Nominated.  Constituted  and  Appointed  SECRETARY 
AND  CLERK  OF  THE  COUNCIL  for  the  Province  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Countys  of  New  Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex  upon  Del- 
aware, whereby  you  are  intitled  to  Hold,  Possess  and  Enjov 
the  Offices  aforesaid,  with  all  the  Fees,  Profits.  Perquisites 
and  Emoluments  lawfully  appertaining  unto  them,  or  which

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  I  have  this  Day  received  an  Order  of  his  Majesty 
in  Council,  bearing  Date  the  twenty-fifth  Day  of  May  last,  in 
the  Words  following:  "Upon  Reading  at  the  Board  a  Report 
"from  the  Right  Honourable,  the  Lords  of  the  Comnaittee  of 
"Council  for  Plantation  Affairs,  Dated  the  4th  of  this  Instant, 
"in  the  Words  following,  viz: 

YOUR  MAJESTY,  having  been  pleased  by  Your  Orders  in 
Council  of  the  17th  of  March,  1736-7,  and  the  21st  of  July,  1737, 
to  refer  unto  this  Committee  several  Petitions  from  the  Presi- 
dent, Council  and  General  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Penn- 
silvania,  and  likewise  from  the  Governor,  Council  and  the 
Commissary  and  Clergy  of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  which 
Petitions  represent  (amongst  other  Things)  That  great  Dis- 
orders and  Outrages  have  been  committed  upon  the  Borders  of 
the  said  respective  Provinces,  and  humbly  praying  your  Maj- 
esty's most  Gracious  Interposition  and  Commands  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  Peace  on  the  said  Borders  until  the  Boundaries 
of  the  said  Provinces  shall  be  finally  settled  and  adjusted,  The 
Lords  of  this  Committee  of  Council  did,  on  tV.e  twenty-ninth 
of  the  said  Month  of  July,  take  the  matter  of  the  said  Com- 
plaints into  their  Consideration  and  thereupon  Reported  to 
your  Majesty  what  they  thought  most  adviseable  for  your 
Majesty  to  do  in  order  to  prevent  the  further  continuance  of 
the  said  Disorders  and  to  preserve  Peace  and  Tranquility  on 
the  said  Borders  until  the  Boundaries  should  be  finally  settled 
— And  your  Majesty  having  approved  of  what  was  proposed 
by  the  said  Report,  was  pleased  by  your  Order  in  Council  of 
the  eighteenth  of  August.  1737,  To  Direct  as  Follows,  viz: 

That  the  Governours  of  their  respective  T^rovinces  of  Mary- 
land and  Pennsylvania,  for  the  Time  being  Do  not.  upon  Pain 
of  incurring  his  Majesties  Highest  Displeasure  permit  or  suffer 
any  Tumults.  Riots  or  other  Outrageous  Disorders  to  bo  com- 
mitted on  the  Borders  of  their  respective  Provinces.  But  that 
they  do  immediately  put  a  Stop  thereto  and  use  their  utmost 
Endeavors  to  preserve  Peace  and  good  Order  amongst  all  his 
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Majestys  Subjects,  under  their  Government,  inhabiting  the 
said  Borders,  And  as  a  Means  to  Preserve  Peace  and  Tran- 
quility on  the  said  Borders,  His  Majesty  doth  hereby  enjoin 
the  said  Governours  that  they  do  not  make  Grants  of  any  Part 
of  the  Land  in  Contest  between  the  Proprietors  respectively, 
nor  of  any  part  of  the  three  lower  Counties,  commonly  called 
New  Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex  nor  permit  any  Person  to  settle 
there  or  even  to  attempt  to  make  a  Settlement  thereon  till  his 
Majesty's  Pleasure  shall  be  further  signified,  and  his  Majesty 
is  further  pleased  to  Direct  that  this  Order,  together  with  Du- 
plicates thereof  be  delivered  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  said 
Provinces,  who  are  hereby  required  to  transmit  the  same  forth- 
with to  the  Governours  of  the  said  respective  Provinces  ac- 
cordingly. 

That  since  the  Issuing  the  said  Order  your  Majesty  hath  been 
pleased  to  referr  unto  this  Committee  an  address  of  the  Dep- 
uty Governour  and  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assem- 
bly of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  relating  to  a  continuance  oi 
the  said  Disorders  and  also  two  Petitions,  the  one  in  the  name 
of  John,  Thomas  and  Richard  Penn,  Esq'rs,  Proprietors  of  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania,  Praying  your  Majesty's  further 
Pleasure  may  be  signified,  relating  to  your  Majesty's  afore  re- 
cited Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  of  August,  1737,  and  the 
other  in  the  Name  of  the  Agent  of  the  said  Province  of  Penn- 
silvania.  Complaining  of  Fresh  Disorders  committed  by  th'' 
Inhabitants  of  Maryland  against  those  of  Pennsilvania,  Where 
upon  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  did,  on  the  twenty-third  of 
February  last  proceed  to  take  all  the  Papers  relating  to  the 
Complaints  made  by  each  of  the  said  Provinces  into  their  Con- 
sideration, and  were  attended  by  Council  on  both  sides  and 
likewise  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  said  Provinces  and  the 
Counsel  desiring  that  some  reasonable  Time  might  be  allowed 
the  Proprietors  to  Confer  together  in  Order  to  come  to  some 
Agreement  amongst  themselves  that  so  the  Peace  and  Tran- 
quility of  both  Provinces  may  be  Preserved  untill  such  Time  as 
the  Boundarys  can  be  finally  settled.  The  Lords  of  the  Commit- 
tee thought  proper  to  comply  with  such  their  Request.  And 
being  again  this  Day  attended  by  all  Parties,  the  Counsel  ac- 
quainted the  Committee  that  the  Proprietors  of  each  Province 
had  accordingly  met  and  agreed  to  the  following  Propositions, 
viz: 

1st.  That  so  much  of  his  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the 
18th  of  August,  1737  as  Orders  That  the  Governours  of  the 
respective    Provinces   of  Maryland   and    Pennsilvania   for   the 
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Time  being  do  not  upon  Pain  of  Incurring  tiis  Majesty's  High- 
est Displeasure,  permit  or  suffer  any  Tumults,  Riots  or  other 
Outragious  Disorders  to  be  committed  on  the  Borders  of  their 
respective  Provinces,  but  that  they  do  immediately  put  a  Stop 
thereto  and  Use  their  utmost  Endeavours  to  preserve  Peace  and 
good  Order  amongs  all  his  Majesties  Subjects  under  their  Gov- 
ernment inhabiting  the  said  Borders  Do  stand  in  Force  and  be 
Observed. 

2d.  That  there  being  no  Riots  that  appear  to  have  been  com- 
mitted within  the  three  Lower  Counties  of  New  Castle,  Kent 
and  Sussex  on  Delaware,  It  is  therefore  not  thought  necessary 
to  continue  the  latter  Part  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  as  to 
the  said  three  Lower  Counties,  but  that  the  same  former  Order 
in  Council  so  farr  as  relates  to  the  said  three  Lower  Counties 
be  discharged  without  Prejudice  to  either  of  the  Proprietors 
as  if  the  same  had  never  been  made. 

3d.  That  all  other  Lands  in  Contest  between  the  said  Pro- 
prietors now  possessed  by  or  under  either  of  them  shall  remain 
in  the  Possession  as  they  now  are  (altho'  beyond  the  Tempo- 
rary Limits  hereafter  mentioned).  And  also  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  respective  Proprietors  shall  continue  over  such  Lands  un- 
till  the  Boundarys  shall  be  finally  settled,  And  that  the  Ten- 
nants  of  either  side  shall  not  Attorn  to  the  other.  Nor  shall 
either  of  the  Proprietors  or  their  Officers  receive  or  accept  of 
Attornments  from  the  Tennant  of  the  other  Proprietor. 

4th.  That  as  to  all  Vacant  Lands  in  Contest  between  the 
Proprietors  not  lying  within  either  of  the  three  Lower  Coun- 
ties, and  not  now  possessed  by  or  under  either  of  them  on  the 
East  side  of  the  River  Sasquahannah,  down  so  farr  South  as 
fifteen  Miles  and  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  South  of  the  Latitude 
of  the  most  Southern  Part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  And  on 
the  West  Side  of  the  said  River  Sasquahannah  down  so  far 
South  as  fourteen  miles  and  three  Quarters  of  a  Mile  South 
of  the  Latitude  of  the  most  Southern  Part  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia. The  Temporary  Jurisdiction  over  the  same  is 
agreed  to  be  exercised  by  the  Proprietors  of  Pennsylvania  and 
their  Governour,  Courts  and  Officers,  And  as  to  all  such  Va- 
cant Lands  in  Contest  between  the  Proprietors  and  not  now 
possessed  by  or  under  either  of  them  on  both  Sides  of  the  said 
River  Sasquahannah,  South  of  the  respective  Southern  Limits 
in  this  Paragraph  before  mentioned  the  Temporary  Jurisdic- 
tion over  the  same  is  agreed  to  be  Exercised  by  the  Proprietor 
of  Maryland  and  his  Governour  Courts  and  Officers,  without 
prejudice  to  either  Propri'^tor  and  untill  the  Boundaries  shall 
be  finally  settled. 
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5th.  That  the  respective  Proprietors  shall  be  at  free  Liberty 
to  grant  out  on  the  Common  and  usual  Terms  all  or  any  Vacant 
Lands  within  the  said  Provinces  of  Pennsilvania  and  Mary- 
land in  contest  between  the  said  Proprietors  (that  is  to  say 
within  their  own  respective  sides  of  the  said  several  Limits 
mentioned  in  the  last  foregoing  Paragraph)  For  the  which 
Lands  and  the  Profits  of  the  same  also  each  Proprietor  shall 
Account  to  the  other  who  may  be  Adjudged  to  be  the  Proprie- 
tor thereof,  upon  the  final  Determination  of  the  Boundaries  be- 
tween the  two  Provinces. 

6th.  That  all  Prisoners  on  both  Sides  on  account  of  being 
Concerned  in  any  Riots  or  Disturbances  relating  to  the  Bounds 
or  for  any  Act  or  Thing  done  thereat  or  for  any  other  Act 
touching  the  Right  of  either  of  the  said  Provinces  in  relation 
to  their  Bounds  be  forthwith  released  and  discharged  on  en- 
tering into  their  own  respective  Recognizances  in  a  reasonable 
Sum  to  appear  and  submit  to  Tryal  when  called  upon  by  fur- 
ther Order  from  his  Majesty. 

7th.  That  this  be  declared  to  be  a  Provisional  and  Tempo- 
rary Order,  to  continue  until  the  Boundaries  shall  be  finally 
settled,  and  be  declared  to  be  without  Prejudice  to  either 
Party. 

Sth.  That  his  Majesty  be  most  humbly  moved  to  Discharge 
so  much  of  the  Order  of  the  eighteenth  Day  of  August.  1737  as 
^■arys  from  this  Agreement,  And  that  the  several  other  Peti- 
tions of  Complaint  now  depending  before  his  Majesty  in  Coun- 
cil relating  to  any  Disturbance  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  re- 
spective Petitioners. 

To  which  Propositions  the  Proprietors  of  each  Province  sig- 
nified their  Consent  before  the  Committee  and  Declared  their 
readiness  to  carry  the  same  into  execution  if  your  Majesty 
shall  be  pleased  to  approve  thereof,  And  the  Committee  con- 
sidering that  this  Agreement  may  be  a  proper  Expedient  for 
restoring  Peace  and  Tranquility  between  the  said  Provinces 
and  for  Preventing  any  the  like  Disturbances  for  the  Future, 
do  therefore  agree,  humbly  to  lay  the  same  before  your 
Majesty  for  your  Royal  Approbation. 

HIS  MAJESTY  this  Day  took  the  said  Report  into  Consider- 
ation and  in  order  to  preserve  Peace  and  Tranquility  between 
the  said  Provinces  and  to  prevent  any  the  like  disturbances  for 
the  Future,  is  pleased  with  the  advice  of  his  Privy  Council  to 
approve  of  the  said  Agreement  entered  into  between  the  Pro- 
prietors of  the  Respective  Provinces,  And  his  Majesty  is  hereby 
pleased  to  Order  That  the  Proprietors  of  the  said  respective 
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Provinces  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Do  cause  the  said 
Agi-eement  to  be  carried  into  Execution,  Whereof  the  said 
Proprietors,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  concern  are  to  take 
notice  and  Govern  themselves  accordingly.

affixed  at  the  must  Publick  places  of  the  said  Counties,  that 
none  may  pretend  Ignorance  of  the  same.

PROCLAMATION    FOR    REPRISAL    ON    THE    SPANIARDS.

BY  THE  HONOURABLE  GEORGE  THOMAS,  Esquire,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Counties  of  New  Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex 
on  Delaware,  WHEREAS  his  Majesty,  by  his  Warrant,  under 
his  Royal  Sign  Manual,  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  signifie 
unto  me  his  Royal  Will  and  Pleasure  in  the  Words  following, 
Viz't: 


GEORGE  R- 


Trusty  and  well  beloved.  We  Greet  you  well:  Whereas,  several 
unjust  seizures  have  been  made  and  Depredations  carried  on 
in  the  West  Indies  by  Spanish  Garda  Costas  and  ships  acting 
under  the  Commission  of  the  King  of  Spain  or  his  G^vernour, 
contrary  to  the  Treaties  subsisting  between  us  and  the  Crown 
of  Spain  and  to  the  Law  of  Nations  to  the  great  prejudice  of 
the  lawful  Trade  and  Commerce  of  our  Suojects  and  many 
Cruelties  and  Barbarities  have  been  exercised  on  the  Persons 
of  such  of  our  subjects  whose  vessels  have  been  so  seized  by 
the  Spanish  Garda  Costas.  AND  Whereas,  frequent  complaint 
has  been  made  to  the  Court  of  Spain  of  these  unjust  practices 
and  no  satisfaction  or  redress  been  procured.  AND  whereas, 
a  Convention  for  making  reparation  to  our  subjects  for  the 
Losses  sustained  by  them  on  account  of  the  unjust  seizures 
and  Captures  above  mentioned  was  concluded  between  Us  and 
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the  King  of  Spain  on  the  fourteenth  Day  of  January  last,  N.  3. 
bj;  which  Convention  it  was  stipulated  that  a  certain  sum 
of  money  should  be  paid  at  London  within  a  Term  specified  in 
the  said  Convention  as  a  Ballance  due  on  the  part  of  Spain  to 
the  Crown  and  Subjects  of  Great  Britain,  which  Term  did  ex- 
pire on  the  twenty-fifth  Day  of  May  last,  and  the  payment  of 
the  said  sum  agreed  by  the  said  Convention  has  not  been  made 
according  to  the  stipulation  for  that  purpose,  by  which  means 
the  Convention  above  mentioned  has  been  manifestly  violated 
and  broke  by  the  King  of  Spain  and  our  Subjects  remain  with- 
out any  satisfaction  or  reparation  for  the  many  great  and 
grievous  losses  sustained  by  them.  WE  have  thought  fit  for 
the  vindicating  the  Honour  of  our  Crown,  and  for  procuring 
Reparation  and  Satisfaction  for  our  injured  Subjects  to  order 
Reprisals  to  be  made  upon  the  Crown  and  Subjects  of  Spain, 
AND  WE  DO  THEREFORE,  by  Virtue  of  these  Presents,  au- 
thorize and  empower  you  to  issue  forth  and  grant  Commissions 
of  Marque  and  Reprisal  to  any  of  our  loving  subjects  or  others 
who  shall  apply  to  you  for  the  same,  and  whom  you  shall  deem 
fitly  qualified  in  that  behalf  for  arming  and  fitting  out  private 
ships  of  war,  for  the  apprehending,  seizing  and  taking  the 
Ships,  Vessels  and  Goods  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain,  his 
Vassals  and  Subjects,  or  any  inhabiting  within  his  Counties, 
Territories  and  Domains  in  the  West  Indies,  PROVIDED 
Always  that  before  any  such  Commission  or  Commissions  be 
issued  forth  security  he  given  upon  every  such  Commission  as 
hath  been  used  in  such  Cases,  And  you  shall  insert  in  every 
Commission  to  be  so  granted  by  you  all  such  Clauses  and  give 
such  Directions  and  Instructions  to  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  you  shall  grant  such  Commission  as  have  been  Usual  in 
Cases  of  the  like  Nature,  And  for  so  doing  this  shall  be  your

proper  and  beneficial  Places,  to  be  set  out  by  my  Trustees 
aforesaid.  All  the  Rest  of  my  Lands  and  Hereditaments  what- 
soever, situate  lying  and  being  in  America.  I  Will  that  my 
said  Trustees  shall  convey  to  and  amongst  my  chich  I  have  by 
my  present  Wife,  in  such  proportions  and  for  such  Estates 
as  my  said  Wife  shall  think  fitt.  But  before  such  Conveyance 
shall  be  made  to  my  said  Children  I  will  that  my  Trustees 
shall  convey  to  my  Daughter  Aubrey,  whom  I  omitted  to  name 
before,  Ten  thousand  Acres  of  my  said  Lands,  in  Such  Places 
as  mv  Trustees  shall  think  fitt.  All  my  said  Personal  Estate 
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in  Pennsilvania,  Elsewhere  and  Arrears  of  Rent  due  there,  I 
give  to  my  said  Dear  wife,  whom  I  make  my  sole  Executrix 
for  the  equal  Benefit  of  her  and  her  children. 

IN  TESTIMONY  whereof  I  have  set  my  hand  and  seal  to 
this  my  Will,  which  I  declare  to  be  my  last  Will,  Revoking 
all  others  formerly  made  by  me,  Which  Will  was  by  ye  said 
Testator  duely  Signed  and  Published  in  the  Presence  of  Five 
Credible  Witnesses,  who  attested  the  same  in  the  Testator's 
presence.  That  the  said  Testator  afterwards,  the  Twenty-sev- 
enth  day   of  May   one   thousand   seven   hundred   and   twelve, 
made  a  Declaration  in  Writing  annexed  to  his  said  Will  in  the 
Words  as  to  ye  Effect  following,  that  is  to  say:    This  Will  I 
made  when  ill  of  a  fever  at  London,  with  a  clear  Understand- 
ing of  what  I  did  then,  but  because  of  some  unworthy  Ex- 
pressions,  belying  God's  goodness   to  me,   as   if   I   knew  not 
what  I  did,  I  do,  now  that  I  am  recovered  through  God's  Good- 
ness,  hereby  Declare  it  is  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  at 
Ruscomb,  in  Berkshire,  this  twenty-seventh  of  the  third  Month 
called  May,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve,  Which 
Declaration  was  Written  &  Signed  and  Sealed  by  ye  said  Tes- 
tator in  the  Presence  of  seven  Credible  Witnesses  That  ye  said 
Testator  afterwards  added  a  Codicill  to  ye  said  Will  (Written 
with  his  own  Hand  and  annexed  thereto  in  the  Words  or  to 
the  effect  following,   that  is  to  say:     Postscript  in  my  own 
hand,  as  a  further  testimony  of  my  Love  to  my  dear  Wife), 
I,  of  my  own  mind,  give  unto  her,  out  of  the  Rents  of  America 
(viz't),  Pennsylvania,  &c..  Three  hundred  pounds  a  year  for  her 
Natural  Life,  and  for  her  Care  and  charge  over  my  Children  in 
their  Education,  of  which  she  knows  my  mind,  as  also  that 
I  desire  they  may  settle  at  least  in  Great  America,  where  I 
leave  them  so  good  an  Interest  to  be  for  their  Inheritance  from 
Generation  to  Generation,  which  the  Lord  preserve  and  pros- 
per, Amen,  Which  said  Postscript  or  Codicil  was  signed  and 
Sealed  likewise  by  ye  said  Testator,  That  the  Plaintiff  Hanah 
was  married  to  the  Testator  and  was  intended  by  the  Words 
in  his  Will,  of  his  present  Wife,  And  that  the  said  Testator 
died  the  thirtieth  of  July,  One  thousand  Seven  hundred  and 
eighteen,  without  altring  or  Revoking  his  said  will  or  his  said 
Codicil,  leaving  the  p'lt,  his  only  children  by  the  praintiff  Han- 
nah, And  that  before  the  making  the  said  Will  the  Testator 
offered    his   powers    of   Government    and    the    Government    of 
the    Province   and   Territories   of   Pennsilvania    to    be    sold   to 
her  late  Majesty,  Queen  Anne,  and  her  said  Majesty  resolved 
to  accept  a  Surrender  of  ye  same,  and  to  pay  for  the  same 
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Twelve  thousand  Pounds,  in  Four  years  &  that  her  Majesty, 
by  Warrant,  under  her  sign  manuall,  dated  the  ninth  Day  of 
September,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve,  was 
pleased  to  order  her  then  Lrf)rd  High  Treasurer  to  pay  one 
thousand  Pounds  as  part  of  the  said  Twelve  Thousand  Pounds, 
And  which  one  thousand  Pounds  was  paid  to  the  Testator,  That 
the  said  Testator,  in  his  Lifetime  Mortgaged  his  Estate  in 
America  to  Silvanus  Grove,  Thomas  Callohill,  Jeffery  Pennel 
and  Thomas  Cuppage,  all  since  deceas'd.  Together  with  the 
Defendants,  Henry  Gouldney,  Joshua  Gee,  John  Woods,  Thomas 
Oade  and  John  Field,  and  to  their  Heirs  for  securing  six  thou- 
sand six  hundred  pounds  and  Interest,  m  which  William  Penn, 
Esquire  (also  deceased),  the  Testator's  Son  and  Heir,  joyned, 
And  ye  Mortgages  came  into  Possession  and  received  the 
Rents  and  have  thereby  been  paid  their  Mortgage  Money, 
That  in  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty  the  said 
William  Penn,  ye  Son,  died,  leaving  the  said  Springett  Penn, 
his  Son  and  Heir,  And  the  said  Margaret  Lowther,  Samuel 
Waldenfield,  Gilbert  Heathcoat  and  Samuel  Carpenter,  four 
of  the  Trustees  in  the  said  Will,  were  dead,  and  the  said  Gu- 
lielma  Maria  Penn  was  married  to  ye  said  Aubrey  Thomas, 
That  the  said  Earls  declined  to  Act  in  the  trust  of  the  said 
Will,  And  that  the  Attorney  General  insisted  that  without  a 
Decree  &  an  effectual  Conveyance  to  his  Majesty,  the  Residue 
of  the  Twelve  thousand  Pounds  could  not  be  paid  to  the 
Plaintiff  Hanah,  And  that  the  Mortgagees  insisted  that  the 
Government  was  included  in  that  Mortgage,  and  the  Sur- 
viving Trustees  by  the  Will  refused  to  Act  in  the  Trust. 
Therefore  that  the  Defendants  might  answer  the  Premes,  And 
that  the  said  Will  and  Codicill  might  be  proved  p  testes  and 
established  and  the  Trusts  therein  decreed  to  be  performed, 
And  that  if  this  Court  should  determine  the  said  Government 
to  be  conveyed  to  his  Majesty  that  the  same  might  be  so 
conveyed,  upon  payment  of  the  Remainder  of  the  said  Pur- 
chase Money,  or  if  it  should  be  adjudged  that  his  Majesty  be 
discharged  of  the  said  Agreement;  the  said  Earls  might  sell 
the  same  to  any  other  Purchaser,  And  that  the  Defendants 
Springett  Penn  and  the  Mortgagees  and  all  others  concerned  in 
Interest  might  be  decreed  to  join  in  such  Conveyance  to  his 
Majesty  or  sale  to  another  Purchaser,  and  that  the  surviving 
Trustees  in  the  Will  might  sell  such  part  of  the  Trust  Es- 
tate as  should  discharge  the  Mortgage,  And  that  upon  Payment 
thereof  the  Mortgagees  might  join  in  such  Sale.  And  that  ten 
Thousand  Acres  of  Land  in  America  might  be  conveyed  to  the 
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Defendants  Springett,  Gulielma  Maria  and  William  Penn  re- 
spectively, And  other  Ten  thousand  Acres  to  the  Defendant 
Letitia  Aubrey,  And  that  the  Surviving  might  convey  the  Resi- 
due of  the  Testator's  Lands  in  America  to  the  Plaintiffs  the 
Children  of  the  Plaintiff  Hanah  in  such  proportions  as  she 
should  appoint,  And  that  his  Majesty's  Attorney  General  might 
answer  the  Premes  so  far  as  related  to  his  Majesty,  and  that 
the  Plaintiffs  might  be  relieved,  was  the  end  of  Plaintiff's 
Bill,  And  prayed  the  Process  of  this  Court  against  the  said 
Defendants  to  compell  them  to  appear  to  &  answer  the  Plain- 
tiff's Bill,  which  being  granted  &  the  Defendants  therewith 
served  appeared,  And  all  the  said  Defendants,  except  Aubrey 
Thomas,  put  in  their  Answers,  To  which  Answers  of  the  De- 
fendants Springett  Penn,  William  Penn,  William  Aubrey  and 
Latitia,  his  wife,  Gulielma  Maria  Fell,  Mary  Penn,  widow, 
Thomas  Oade,  Henry  Gouldncy,  Joshua  Gee,  John  Woods  and 
his  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  the  Plaintiffs  replyed.  And  ye 
said  Defendants  Springett  Penn,  William  Penn,  William  Au- 
brey and  Latitia,  his  Wife.  Gulielma  Maria  Fell,  Mary  Penn, 
Widow,  Thomas  Oade,  Henry  Gouldney,  Joshua  Gee,  John 
Woods  and  his  Majesty's  Attorney  General  Rejoyned  and  the 
Cause  being  at  issue,  divers  Witnesses  were  examined  on  in>- 
part  of  the  Plaintiffs  and  on  tne  part  of  the  Defendants  Henry 
Gouldney,  Joshua  Gee,  John  Woods  and  Thomas  Oade.  Bik 
before  any  further  proceedings  were  had  the  said  Plaintiff 
Dennis  Penn  died  under  age  and  without  issue,  and  the  De- 
fendant Henry  Gouldney  died  having  first  made  his  Will  in 
Writing,  and  Adam  Gouldney,  Executor  and  the  said  John 
Penn,  Margaret  Penn  &  Thomas  Penn,  having  attained  their 
Age  of  one  and  twenty  years,  the  said  Hanah  Penn,  and  also 
the  said  Richard  Penn,  by  the  said  Hanah,  his  next  Friend, 
together  with  the  said  John  Penn.  Margaret  Penn  and  Thomas 
Penn.  in  Michaelmas  Term,  in  the  Twelfth  year  of  his  said 
late  Majesty's  Reign,  Exhibited  their  Bill  of  Revivor  and 
Supplemental!  Bill  against  the  said  Adam  Gouldney,  the  Exec- 
utor of  the  said  Henry  Gouldney  therein  disclosing  the  several 
Matters  and  Proceedings  aforesaid.  And  setting  forth  that  the 
said  Adam  Gouldney  had  received  several  sums  towards  the 
discharge  of  the  said  Mortgage.  Therefore  that  the  said  Adam 
Gouldney  might  answer  and  admit  Assetts  of  the  said  Henry 
Gouldney  sufficient  to  answer  what  the  said  Henry  Gouldney 
had  received  towards  the  said  Mortgage  or  set  forth  on  ac- 
count of  the  Personal  estate  of  the  said  Henry  Gouldney.  and 
that  the  said  Adam  Gouldney  might  set  forth  what  he  had  re-

The  Cause  standing  in  the  Paper  of  Causes  came  on  to  be 
heard  at  Sergean's  Inn  Hall,  in  Fleet  Street,  before  the  Right 
Honourable  Sir  Thomas  Pengelly,  Knight  Lord  Chief  Baron  of 
His  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer,  at  Westminster,  Sir  Ber- 
nard Hale,  Knight,  Sir  Lawrence  Carter,  Knight,  and  Sir  John 
Comyns,  Knight,  three  of  the  Barons  of  the  said  Court,  on 
Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  Day  of  December,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  said 
late  Majesties  Reign,  And  on  such  hearing  the  Court  declared 
that  the  said  Will  and  Declaration  of  the  said  Testator,  Wil- 
liam Penn,  was  duly  proved  and  decreed,  that  the  same  should 
be  duely  performed,  And  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the 
Deputy  Remembrancer  to  take  an  Account  of  the  said  Testa- 
tor's Debts  owing  at  his  Death,  And  that  the  Defendants  Hill,

And  that  the  said  Hill,  Norris, 
Preston  and  Logan,  the  Trustees,  as  soon  as  Money  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  the  Debts  should  be  raised  and  remitted, 
should  convey  to  each  of  the  Defendants  Gulielma  Maria  Fell, 
Springett  Penn  and  William  Penn,  the  three  children  of  the 
said  William  Penn,  deceas'd,  the  son,  and  to  the  Defendant 
Latitia,  the  wife  of  the  said  William  Aubrey,  respectively,  and 
to  their  respective  Heirs.  Ten  thousand  Acres  of  Laud,  in 
America.  And  after  such  Conveyances  to  convey  all  ye  rest  of 
the  Lands  and  Hereditaments  of  the  said  Testator,  William 
Penn  the  Elder,  in  America,  amongst  the  Plaintiffs  John, 
Thomas,  Richard  and  Margaret  Penn.  his  Surviving  Children, 
by  the  Plaintiff  Hannah,  his  last  Wife  in  such  proportions  & 
for  such  Estates  as  the  said  Plaintiff  Hanah  had  appointed  or 
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Should  by  any  Writing,  under  her  Hand  and  Seal  think  fit  to 
appoint,  And  that  the  said  Joshua  Gee,  John  Woods  and 
Thomas  Dade,  the  surviving  Mortgagees  and  the  Defendant 
Adam  Gouldney,  the  Executor  of  Henry  Gouldney,  respectively, 
shotild  account  for  what  they  or  the  said  Henry  Gouldney  had 
received  towards  the  said  mortgage.  And  they  were  to  be  ex- 
amined upon  Interrogatories  and  what  should  remain  in  their 
Hands  was  to  be  applyed  towards  the  discharge  of  what  re- 
mained due  on  the  said  Mortgage,  And  after  the  same  should 
be  so  applied  what  should  appear  to  be  remaining  due  on 
the  said  mortgage  (if  any  thing),  was  to  be  paid  out  of  the

Conveyance?.  AND  it  was  thereby  decreed  that  the  said 
Plaintiff,  Hanah  Penn  shall  account  for  what  of  the  personal 
Estate  of  her  said  Testator  had  come  to  her  hands,  and  to  be 
examined  upon  Interrogatories  and  to  produce  all  Books  and 
Papers  of  Accounts  upon  oath,  AND  IT  WAS  ORDERED  and 
Adjudged  by  the  Court  that  the  Money  which  should  be  raised 
by  sale  of  the  Government  should  be  accounted  personal  Es- 
tate of  the  said  William  Penn,  the  Elder,  and  be  applyed  ac- 
cordingly, And  in  regard  his  Personal  Estate  is  by  his  said 
Will  given  to  the  Plaintiff  Hanah  for  the  equal  benefit  of  her 
and  her  children.  IT  WAS  DECREED  that  whatever  should 
appear  to  have  been  paid  by  the  said  Plaintiff  Hanah  for  dis- 
charging his  Debts  should  be  repaid  and  allowed  to  her  out  of 
the  Money  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  the  Lands  in  America, 
And  that  the  same,  with  what  should  appear  to  be  remaining 
in  her  Hands  of  the  Personal  Estate  of  the  Testator  and  the 
Money  which  should  be  raised  by  Sale  of  the  Government  and 
Powers  of  the  Government  should  be  divided  between  th* 
Plaintiff  Hanah  and  the  said  Plaintiffs  John.  Thomas.  Richard 
and  Margarett.  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  Will  of 
the  said  Testator  William  Penn,  And  all  parties  were  indemp- 
nified  for  what  they  should  do  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Decree, 
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And  if  any  special  matter  should  arise,  the  said  Deputy  Re- 
membrancer was  to  report  the  same  to  the  Court  and  the  said 
Deputy  was  to  Tax  all  parties  their  Costs, .  Except  the  said 
Springett  Penn,  William  Penn,  the  grandson,  Gulielma  Maria 
Fell,  William  Aubrey  and  Letitia  his  Wife,  AND  it  was  or- 
dered by  the  Court  by  the  Consent  of  his  Majesty's  Attorney 
General  that  this  Cause,  as  concerning  his  Majesty  should 
stand  in  the  Paper  to  be  beard  the  then  next  Easter  Term,  at 
which  Time  the  Court  should  give  directions  in  what  manner 
the  said  Earl  Powell  and  the  Surviving  Mortgagees,  and 
Springett  Penn,  the  Heir  at  Law  or  such  of  them  as  should  be 
thought  necessary  should  convey  the  powers  of  Government, 
And  it  was  decreed  that  the  said  Decree  should  be  made  abso- 
lute against  the  Springett  Penn,  the  Grandson,  Gulielma  Ma- 
ria Fell,  William  Aubrey  and  Laetitia,  his  Wife,  unless  they 
should  show  cause  to  the  Contrary,  on  the  first  Day  of  Causes, 
in  Easter  Term  then  next  first  paying  to  the  plaintiffs  or  their 
Clerk  in  Court  six  Days  before  the  hearing  five  pounds  Costs. 

AND  WHEREAS,  soon  after  making  the  said  decree  or  de- 
creetall  Order,  and  before  any  further  Proceedings  were  had 
in  the  said  cause,  that  is  to  say,  about  the  twentieth  Day  of 
December,  in  the  year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty- 
six,  the  said  Hanah  Penn  died  and  the  said  Suit  ahated.  And 
she  having  first  made  her  Will,  but  naming  no  Executor 
thereof.  Administration  with  her  Will  annext.  And  also  Admin- 
istration with  the  W^ill  of  the  said  William  Penn  the  Elder  an- 
next of  his  Estate  unadministered  by  the  said  Hanah  was 
granted  to  the  said  John  Penn  by  the  prerogative  Court  of 
Canterbury,  And  in  Easter  Term  in  this  Present  year,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  twenty-seven,  the  said  John  Penn, 
Thomas  Penn,  Richard  Penn  and  Margaret  Penn  exhibited 
their  Bill  of  Revivor  against  the  said  Springett  Penn.  Richard 
Hill.  Isaac  Norris,  Samuel  Preston,  James  Logan,  Joshua  Gee, 
John  Wood,  Thomas  Oade,  Adam  Gouldney,  John  Earl  Pow- 
lett,  William  Penn,  the  Grandson,  Mary  Penn,  Gulielma  Maria 
Fell,  William  Aubrey  and  Laetitia  his  Wife,  and  Sir  Philip 
York.  Knight,  his  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  setting  forth 
the  said  Proceedings  and  the  Death  of  the  said  Hannah  Penn, 
And  that  such  letters  of  Administration  as  aforesaid,  with  the 
Will  annext  of  the  said  Hanah  Penn  and  Administration  with 
the  Will  of  the  said  William  Penn  the  Elder  annext  of  his  Es- 
tate unadministered  by  the  said  Hanah  Penn  had  been  granted 
to  the  said  John  Penn  by  Virtue  of  which  several  Letters  of 
Administration  he  was  intituled  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the 
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said  Hannah  Penn  and  to  have  suit  Decree  and  Proceedings 
Revived,  and  therefore,  that. the  said  Defendants  might  shew 
cause  wny  tne  said  suit  decree  and  proceedings  should  no: 
stand  revived  and  in  the  same  Condition  as  thev  were  in  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  the  said  Hannah  Penn.  and  that  the 
same  might  stand  and  be  revived  accordingly.  And  praved 
Process  of  Subpoena  against  the  said  Defendants  to  compell 
them  to  appear  and  shew  cause  why  the  said  Proceedings 
should  not  stand  revived  accordingly,  which  being  granted, 
and  all  the  said  Defendants  served  therewith,  they  all  ap- 
peared, excepting  the  said  Springett  Penn,  who,  tho"  duely 
served,  refused  to  appear,  And  by  an  order  of  this  Court  of 
the  fifteenth  Day  of  May.  in  last  Easter  Term  in  this  pres- 
ent year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

IT  WAS  ORDERED  that  all  Proceedings  in  this  Cause  should 
stand  and  be  in  the  same  plight  and  Condition  as  they  wer:>  at 
the  time  of  the  Decree  of  the  stiid  Complainant  Hanah.  And 
the  said  Cause  standing  in  the  paper  of  Causes  pursuant  to  the 
said  Decree  of  this  Court,  made  the  said  thirteenth  day  of 
December  Last,  came  this  day  to  be  heard  at  Seargeants  Inn 
Hall,  in  Fleet  street,  before  the  Right  Honourable  the  sai.d 
Sir  Thomas  Pengelly,  Knight,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  his  Maj- 
esty's Court  of  Exchequer,  at  Westminster.  Sir  Barnard  Hale, 
Knight.  Sir  Lawrence  Carter,  Knight,  and  fair  John  Comyns. 
Knight,  three  of  the  Barons  of  the  said  Court,  WHEREUPOX, 
upon  opening  of  the  Plaintiffs'  Rill  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  of  Coun- 
cell.  with  the  said  Complainants,  and  of  the  several  answers 
of  the  Defendants  Springett  Penn,  William  Aubroy  and  L;>:i- 
tia,  his  wife,  Mary  Penn,  William  Penn,  the  grandson,  and 
Gulielma  Maria  Pell,  by  Mr.  Lacey,  of  Conucell  with  the  said 
Earl  Powlett,  and  of  the  Answers  of  the  Defendants.  Richard 
Hill.  Isaac  Morris,  Samuel  Preston.  James  Logan.  Joshua  Gee. 
John  Wood,  Thomas  Oade,  and  Adam  Gouldney.  by  Mr. 
Browne,  of  Councell  with  the  said  Defendants.  And  of  the  an- 
swer of  Sir  Philip  Yorke.  his  Majesty's  Attorney  General,  by 
Mr.  Aris.  and  upon  hearing  of  Mr.  Reeve  and  Mr.  Willes.  two 
of  his  Majesty's  Counccl.  learned  in  the  Law.

WHEREAS,  HIS  MAJESTY,  from  a  just  Resentment  of  the 

Grossest  and  most  indecent  misrepresentations  and  Reflections 

upon  nis  Majesty's  Conduct  contained  in   the  French  King's 
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Declaration  against  his  Majesty,  hath  by  his  DECLrARATION, 
dated  at  St.  James's,  the  29th  Day  of  March  last,  Declared 
War  against  the  French  King,  AND  WHEREAS,  His  Majesty 
hath  signified  to  me  that  it  should  be  Proclaimed  in  the 
Province  under  my  Government  that  His  subjects  having  this 
Notice  may  take  care  to  prevent  any  Mischief,  which  they 
might  otherwise  suffer,  from  the  Enemy,  and  do  their  Duty  in 
their  Several  Stations,  to  distress  and  Annoy  the  Subjects  of 
the  French  King,  and  the  said  Declaration  hath  been  this  Day 
Proclaimed  accordingly,  I  do,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council, 
Issue  this  Proclamation,  strictly  enjoyning  and  requiring  all 
His  Majesty's  subjects  ia  this  Province  capable  of  bearing 
arms  forthwith  to  Provide  themselves  with  a  good  Firelock, 
Bayonet  and  Cartridge  Box,  and  with  a  suflftcient  Quantity  of 
Powder  and  Ball,  that  they  may  be  prepared  not  only  to  De- 
fend this  his  Majesty's  Province  and  their  own  Persons,  Fam- 
ilies and  Estates,  but  to  annoy  the  Enemy,  in  Case  it  shall  be 
thought  proper  to  attack  them.  And  that  they  do  pay  due  Obe- 
dience to  such  orders  as  they  shall  from  Time  to  Time  receive 
from  me  for  these  Ends,  or  from  such  Officers  as  have  been  and 
shall  be  by  me  appointed  to  command  them. 

AND  WHEREAS,  His  Majesty  hath  been  pleased  to  Direct 
that  I  be  very  rigorous  and  severe  in  preventing  any  Ammuni- 
tion or  Stores  of  any  kind  from  being  carry'd  to  the  Enemy. 
I  do  hereby  Declare,  that  in  Case  any  of  his  Majesty's  sub- 
jects, under  my  Government  shall  be  found  Carrying  or  Trans- 
porting any  Arms,  Powder,  Amunition  or  Stores  to  or  holding 
any  Correspondence  or  Communication  with  the  subjects  o. 
the  French  King,  they  shall  be  most  rigorously  and  severely 
prosecuted  and  Punished  for  the  same;  And  the  Collectors  of 
his  Majesty's  Customs.  Naval  Officers  and  all  other  Officers 
whatsoever  are  hereby  required  to  be  very  diligent  and  cir- 
cumspect in  their  several  Stations,  in  order  to  prevent  and 
discover  such  Practices. 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  his  Majesty's  further  Pleasure  that  1 
do  every  thing  in  my  Power  to  Encourage  the  fitting  out  Ships 
to  Act  as  Privateers  against  the  Enemy,  and  that  I  do  take  all 
oppertunities,  as  farr  as  depends  upon  me,  to  distress  and  an- 
noy the  French  in  their  Settlements,  Trade  and  Commerce. 
His  Majesty  having  already  Issued  his  Royal  Proclamation  for 
the  Distribution  of  Prizes  taken  by  his  Ships  of  War  or  Priva- 
teers, I  do  invite  all  his  Majesty's  Subjects  under  my  Govern- 
ment to  receive  the  benefit  of  this,  His  most  gracious  Declara- 
tion, bv  fitting  out  such   Privateers,  which   will   not  only   be 
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greatly  for  his  Majesty's  Service,  but  may  biing  great  Ad- 
vantages to  the  Adventurers  themselves,  And,  being  myself 
most  heartily  disposed  to  do  every  thing  that  may  be  for  His 
Majesties  Honour  and  the  Interest  of  this  Province,  I  do  hereby 
declare  That  I  will  most  readily  give  all  the  Encouragement 
and  Assistance  that  in  me  lyes,  to  every  such  undertaking.

A   PROCLAMATION: 

WHEREAS,  by  Several  Acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Province, 
the  selling  of  Rum  to  the  Indians  is  prohibited  under  severe 
Penalties  and  particularly  by  an  Act  of  the  12th  of  King 
William,  it  is  enacted  as  follows:  "That  all  Rum,  Brandy  or 
"other  Strong  Liquors  that  shall  be  carried  or  offered  to  sale 
"or  Disposal  to  or  at  any  of  the  Indian  Towns  or  Habitations 
"within  the  Bounds  of  this  Province  shall  be  forfeit,  and  it  is 
"hereby  declared  to  be  Forfeit,  One  third  to  the  Governor  and 
"two  thirds  to  such  Person  or  Persons  as  shall  seize  the  same, 
"And  all  persons  (as  well  Indians  as  others),  are  hereby  im- 
"powered  to  Seize  and  Secure  all  such  Rum,  Brandy  and  other 
"strong  spirits  so  found  at  any  Indian  Towns  or  Settlements, 
"as  aforesaid."  And  by  another  Act  of  the  8th  year  of  the  late 
King  GEORGE  the  First  it  is  (among  other  things)  enacted, 
"That   no   Person    whatsoever,   otherwise  than   is    therein   de- 
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"clared,  siiall  sell,  barter  or  give  to  any  Indian  or  Indians,  or 
"to  any  other  Person  for  their  Use,  nor  by  any  Means  directly 
"or  indirectly,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished,  any  Indian 
"or  Indians  with  any  iRum,  Wine  or  other  Strong  Liquors, 
"mix'd  or  unmix'd,  under  the  Penalty  of  TWENTY  POUNDS 
"for  each  offense,  one  half  to  the  Governor  for  support  o: 
"Government,  and  the'  other  half  to  the  Informer,  or  such 
"Person  or  Persons  as  will  sue  for  the  same,"  AND  FURTHER. 
"That  in  Case  any  Rum  oi  other  Spirits  above  the  quantity  oi 
"one  Gallon  be  carried  amongst  the  Indians  at  their  Towns  or 
"beyond  the  Christian  Inhabitants,  the  Person  carrying  the 
"same,  or  He  in  whose  Possession  the  same  shall  be  found 
"shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  to  the  Uses 
"aforesaid,"  AND  FURTHER,  "that  no  Person  or  Persons 
"whatsoever,  after  the  first  Day  of  August  then  next  following, 
"under  the  penalty  of  TWENTY  POUNDS  for  the  Uses  afore- 
"said  shall  Trade  or  Traffick  with  any  Indian  for  any  Com- 
"modity  whatsoever,  but  at  their  own  dwelling  Houses  and 
"Places  of  Residence,  with  their  Families  within  some  settled 
"Township  of  this  Province,  without  being  first  Recommended 
"to  the  Governor  for  his  Lycence,  by  the  Justices  of  the 
"County  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  _where  he  resides,  or  the 
"next  Quarter  Sessions  within  this  Province,  to  the  place  of 
"such  Residence;  "And  that  no  Person  shall  be  so  Lycenced 
"without  first  giving  Bond  in  the  said  Quarter  Sessions,  with 
"one  or  more  substantial  Freeholders  of  the  same  County, 
"to  be  Bound  with  them  in  the  Sum  of  OKE  HUNDRED 
"POUNDS,  condition'd  that  he  will  duly  observe  the  Laws  of 
"this  Province  for  regulating  the  Trade  with  the  Indians, 
"which  recommendations  and  Lycences  shall  be  renewed  an- 
"nually,  in  ye  manner  before  directed;  and  shall  further 
"by  his  Oath  or  aflirmation,  oblige  himself  that  he  will  not 
"directly  or  indirectly  sell  or  dispose  of  any  Rum  or  other 
"spirits,  mix'd  or  unmix'd,  to  any  Indian." 

AND  WHEREAS  frequent  complaints  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time  by  ye  Indians,  and  of  late  earnestly  renewed, 
that  divers  gross  Irregularities  and  abuses  have  been  com- 
mitted in  the  Indian  Countries,  and  that  many  of  their  Peo- 
ple have  been  cheated  and  Infleamed  to  such  a  Degree  Ity 
means  of  strong  liquors  been  brought  aud  sold  amongst  them 
contrary  to  the  said  Laws  as  to  endanger  their  own  lives  and 
the  Lives  of  Others;  I  have  therefore  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  Council  thought  fit  for  the  future  prevention  of  such 
Disorder.^  as  far  as  in  me  lies,   to  Publish  this  Proclamation, 
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Strictly  charging  and  Commanding,  That  no  Person  or  Per- 
sons do  hereafter  presume  to  Trade  with  the  Indians  without 
first  obtaining  a  Lycence  from  the  Governour  for  the  time 
being,  according  to  the  Directions  given  in  the  said  Act  oi 
Assembly,  And  I  do  hereby  also  strictly  enjoin  the  Magistrates 
of  the  severall  Counties  within  this  Province,  and  especially 
those  of  the  County  of  Lancaster,  where  these  abuses  are 
mostly  carryed  on  to  be  very  Vigilent  and  carefull  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  Duties  required  of  them  by  the  said  Acts  of 
Assembly,  and  in  particular  to  demand  such  Lycence  of  all 
Persons  travelling  with  goods  to  Trade  with  the  Indians,  and 
to  make,  or  cause  diligent  search  to  be  made  loc  any  quantity 
of  Rum  or  other  strong  Liquor  exceeding  the  quantity  allowed 
by  Law,  which  they  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  is  carrying 
to  the  Indians.  MOREOVER,  in  as  much  as  by  the  said  Act  of 
Assembly  of  the  12th  of  King. William,  all  Rum,  Brandy  and 
other  Spirits  carryed  into  any  of  the  Indian  Towns  is  declared 
to  be  forfeit,  one  third  to  the  Governor  and  the  other  two 
thirds  to  the  Person  Seizing  the  same,  I  do  hereby  give  full 
power  and  Authority  to  any  Indian  or  Indians  to  whom  Rum 
or  other  Strong  Liquors  shall  hereafter  be  offered  to  sale  con- 
trary to  the  said  Laws,  ,to  stave  and  break  to  Pieces  the  Cask 
or  Vessell  wherein  such  Rum  or  other  Strong  Liquor  Is  con- 
tained, Without  being  accountable  to  me  for  my  third  Part.

Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Province  of 
South  Carolina,  by  his  letter,  directed  to  our  President,  bear- 
ing Date  the  Fifth  Day  of  last  February  hath  signified  the  Re- 
ceipt of  certain  Advices  from   Commodore  Dent,  of  his  Maj- 
esty's  Squadron,   at  Jamaica,  that  an    Armament   of   Spanish 
Ships  of  Warr  and  Troops  were  preparing  at  the  Havannah  to 
be  sent  to  Saint  Augustine,  and  from  thence  attack  the  ne^v 
Colony  of  Georgia  and  the  said  Province  of  South  Carolina, 
which  last  was  thereupon  taking  all  possible  precautions  to 
give   the  said  new  Colony  all   the  Assistance   in  their  Power 
and  Putting  themselves  in  the  best  Posture  of  Defence  and  for 
this  End  had  Prohibited  the  Expor:ation  of  any  kind  of  Pro- 
visions to  prevent  the  Spaniards  at  Saint  Augustine  receiving 
any  supply,   but  as  they  may  be   supplied   from  this  govern-

That  having 
been  called  upon  by  repeated  Provocations  to  declare  Warr, 
his  Majesty  is  determined,  by  God's  Assistance,  in  so  just  a 
Cause,  to  vindicate  the  Honour  of  his  Imperial  Crown,  to  re- 
venge the  injuries  done  to  his  subjects,  to  assert  their  un- 
Doubted  Rights  of  Commerce  and  Navigation,  and  by  all  Pos- 
sible means  to  attack,  annoy  and  distress  a  Nation  that  has 
treated  his  Majesty's  subjects  with  such  Insolence  and  Bar- 
barity, And  hath  therefore  given  Orders  for  the  equipping  ami 
setting  forth  of  an  Expedition  against  the  Territories  of  the 
Catholick  King  in  the  West  Indies,  which  will  consist  of  a 
large  squadron  of  his  Majesty's  Ships  of  Warr,  and  of  a  Con- 
siderable Body  of  his  Majesty's  Land  Forces,  with  a  suitable 
Train  of  Artillery,  Store  ships  and  Transports,  The  Fleet  to  be 
Commanded  by  Edward  Vernon,  Esq're,  Vice  Admiral  of  the 
Blue  Squadron  of  his  Majesty's  Fleet,  and  Commander  in 
Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Ships  Imployed  or  to  be  Imployed  in  the 
West  Indies;  and  the  Land  Forces  by  the  Right  Honourable 
Charles  Lord  Cathcart,  Major  General  of  his  Majesty's  Forces, 
and  General  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  expedition. 

His  Majesty  hath  also  determined  to  raise  a  body  of  Troops 
in  his  Colonies,  on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  to  Join 
those  to  be  sent  from  England,  at  a  Particular  Rendezvous, 
which  will  be  appointed  for  that  Purpose,  and  to  act  in  con- 
junction with  them  under  the  Command  of  his  Majesty's  Gen- 
eral in  such  Dispositions  as  shall  be  made  for  his  Majesty's 
Service,  And  altho'  his  Majesty  hath  not  thought  fit  to  fix  any 
particular  Quota  for  his  Majesty's  Province  of  Pennsylvania, 
because  he  would  not  set  Bounds  to  their  zeal  for  his  service, 
yet  his  Majesty,  considering  the  great  number  of  Inhabitants 
in   his  said   Province,  and   that  they   have  in   late  years  been 
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much  increased,  his  Majesty  doubts  not  in  least  but  thev  will 
exert  themselves  on  this  occasion,  as  far  as  the  circumstances 
0.  the  Colony  will  allow,  being  assured  they  cannot  render  ^ 
more  acceptable  service  to  his  majesty  and  to  their  mother 
Country,  or  do  anything  more  essential  for  their  own  Interest 
AND  I  am  Commanded  by  his  Majesty  to  assure  his  good  sub- 
jects in  the  said  Province  That  the  Troops  to  be  raised,  in 
Pursuance  of  his  Majesty's  Instructions,  as  well  officers  as  sol- 
diers, shall  enter  into  his  Majesty's  Pay,  and  eujoy  the  .same 
rank  and  pay  with  the  rest  of  his  Majesty'.^  British  Troops,  so 
long  as  they  shall  continue  in  his  Majesty's  servi-e. 

AND  that  all  Sergeants,  Corporals.  Drummers  and  Private 
soldiers  shall  be  intituled  to  receive  his  Majesty's  Pay  irom 
the  respective  days  on  which  they  shall  be  Inlisced,  and  that 
the  Commission  Officers  shall  enter  into  pay  from  the  day  the'r 
Commissions  bear  date,  and  they  shall  take  Post  and  iiank  in 
the  respective  Battalions,  into  which  they  shan  ))c  formed, 
according  to  the  Date  of  the  Certificates,  by  which  it  sh;ill  ap- 
pear, when  each  Captain  respectively  had  compieated  his 
Levies. 

AND,  as  a  further  Encouragement  to  such  officers  and  sol- 
diers as  shall  engage  in  the  Present  expedition.  I  am  com- 
manded to  assure  them,  in  HIS  MAJESTY'S  NAME,  That  the 
Soldiers  shall  not  only  be  Cloathed  and  Armed  and  furnished 
with  Tents  and  entertain'd  in  his  Majesty's  Pay,  but  that, 
after  their  arrival  at  the  General  Place  of  Rendezvous,  they 
shall  be  provided  for  in  every  other  respect  as  his  Majesty's 
British  Troops.  That  they  shall  likewise  have  their  just 
share  and  proportion  of  all  plunder  or  Booty  gained  or  taken 
from  the  Enemy,  according  to  their  Services,  and  if,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  upon  his  Majesty's  Arms,  and  of  the  Enemy's 
Lands  or  Settlements  shall  fall  into  his  Majesty's  hands,  his 
Majesty's  American  Troops  shall  have  a  share  thereof,  as  well 
as  the  rest  of  his  forces,  in  preference  to  all  other  Persons  that 
shall  not  have  engaged  in  the  present  expedition. 

AND  his  Majesty  doth  further  declare  that  so  soon  as  the 
Present  Expedition  shall  be  determined,  whatever  the  success 
thereof  may  be.  all  the  Troops  raised  in  his  Majesty's  Ameri- 
can Colonies  for  this  purpose,  as  well  officers  as  soldiers,  shall 
have  free  leave  to  return  to  their  resepctive  Provinces,  and 
shall  be  transported  thither  at  his  majesty.s  expense.  excei)t 
those  only  that  shall  chuse  for  their  own  advantage  to  settle 
and  remain  in  such  Places  or  Garrisons  as  may  fall  into  his 
Majesty's  hands,  where  they  shall  receive  all  due  encourage- 

4.3-S-3d  Ser. 
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ment,  and  the  soldiers,  whether  they  remain  there  or  return 
home  after  the  said  expdition,  shall  retain  their  arms  and 
cloathing. 

It  is  his  majesty's  further  Pleasure  that  I  do  engage  such 
Persons  within  this  Province,  in  the  Present  Expedition,  for 
the  Transport  and  Land  Service  as  have  at  any  time  been 
resident  in  or  have  Particular  knowledge  of  the  Spanish 
Ports,  Coasts  or  Settlements  in  the  West  Indies,  and  his 
Majesty  doth  assure  such  as  are  able  Pilots  for  the  said  Coasts 
that  their  Service  shall  meet  with  a  suitable  encouragement. 

HIS  Majesty  hath  likewise  thought  fit  to  dispatch  the  Hon'ble 
Colonel  William  Blackney,  Adjutant  General  of  all  his  Maj- 
esty's Forces  to  be  employed  in  the  Present  Expedition,  with 
Money,  Cloathes,  Arms,  Ammunition  and  all  other  necessarys 
for  the  Use  of  his  Majesty's  American  Troops. 

AN'D,  as  his  Majesty  doth  very  earnestly  recommend  the 
advancement  of  this  Expedition  to  all  his  loving  subjects  in 
this  government,  and  in  Particular  hath  commanded  me  to 
Promote  and  encourage  so  necessary  a  disposition  with  my 
utmost  zeal  and  Diligence,  with  an  assurance  that  it  will  be 
very  graciously  accepted  by  him.  I  do,  in  his  Majesty's  name, 
and  with  the  advice  of  Council.  Issue  this  Proclamation.  In- 
viting his  Majesty's  good  subjects  to  inlist  in  his  service  for 
effecting  so  honourable  a  design,  and  which  will  be  (if  it  shall 
please  the  Almighty  to  prosper  his  Majesty's  arms,  which, 
from  the  Justice  of  the  Cause  we  have  the  greatest  reason  to 
expect)  so  advantageous  to  the  British  Nation,  to  the  Northern 
Colonies,  and  to  every  adventurer.  At  the  same  time  exhorting 
and  Commanding  all  Magistrates,  officers  and  others  to  be- 
have in  their  respective  stations  as  become  loyal  subjects  to 
his  Majesty,  under  whose  Protection  we  enjoy  the  greatest 
blessings  of  this  Life,  Liberty,  both  Civil  and  Religious.

WHEREAS,  Informalion   hath  been  given   unto  us  that  on 
or  about  the  beginning  of  September  lasi,  at  Allegheny,  in  the 
County  of  Lancaster,  within   the  Province  aforesaid,  a  Quar- 
rell  having  arisen  between  an  Indian  Man  of  the  Mingoes  or 
Six  Nations  in  League  and  Amity  with  this  Government,  and 
Solomon  Moffat,  of  the  County  aforesaid,  Blacksmith,  the  said 
Indian  man  did  receive  several  blows  and  wounds,  of  which 
he  languished  for  several  lays  and  languishing  died,  and  that 
the  said  Moffat  hath  since  fled  for  the  same,  AND  WHEREAS 
it  is  not  only  necessary  for  the  Preservation  of  that  Friend- 
ship  and  good  agreement  which   hath  hitherto   subsisted   be- 
tween this  government  and  all  these  Indians,  but  is  likewise 
consonant  to  justice  that  the  said  Solomon  Moffat  should   be 
apprehended  and  brought  to  a  Tryal  for  the  said  offence,  WE 
have    thought    fit    to    issue    this    our    Proclamation,    hereby 
charging  and  Commanding  all  and  every  of  the  Sheriffs  and 
Officers   of  the  respective  Counties  of  this  Province   to   make 
diligent    search    and    Enquiry    within    their    respective    Baily- 
wicks  for  the  said  Solomon  Moffat,  and  him  to  apprehend  and 
bring  before  any  of  his  Majesty's  Judges  or  Justices  in  this 
Province,  to  be  Committed  to  Goal  till  he  be  thence  delivered 
by  due  Course  of  Law,  and  for  the  Encouragement  not  only 
of  the  said  officers,  but  of  every  other  Person,   in   detecting, 
Pursuing   and   Apprehending   the   said  Moffat,   We   do   hereby 
Promise  a  reward  of  Ten  Pounds  to  be  paid  by  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  to  any  person  or  Persons  who  shall  apprehend  and 
deliver  the  said  Moffat  to  any  Judge.  Justice  or  other  Magis- 
trate  within   this  Province,  so  that  he   1)p   committed   to  safe 
Custody,  in  order  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  Law.

A   PROCLAMATION 

TO  HIS  MAJESTY'S  ORDER  IN  COUNCIL. 
[L.  S.] 

WHEREAS,  We  have  this  day  received  an  Order  of  his 
Majesty,  in  Council,  bearing  date  the  eighteenth  day  of  Ati- 
gust  last,  in  these  words: 

WHEREAS,  Two  petitions  from  the  Province  of  Maryland 
have  been  presented  to  his  Majesty  at  this  Board,  ihe  one  from 
the  Governor  and  Council,  &  the  other  from  the  Commissary 
and  clergy  of  that  Province,  which  Petitions  represent  (among 
other  things).  That  there  is  a  suit  now  pending  in  His  Maj- 
esty's High  Court  of  Chancery  of  Great  Britain,  between  the 
Lord  Baltimore,  Proprietor  of  Maryland,  and  the  Family  of 
the  Penns,  who  are  the  present  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania, 
concerning  the  validity  of  certain  articles  of  agreement  en- 
ter'd  into  between  them  for  adjusting  the  boundaries  of  their 
respective  Provinces,  That  pending  the  said  suit  great  disor- 
ders and  outrages  have  been  committed  upon  the  Borders  of 
the  Province  of  Maryland  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania,  who  have  set  fire  to  the  house  of  one  Cressap, 
when  himself,  wife  and  Children  and  six  others  were  in  it  and 
burned  the  same  to  the  ground,  and  that  while  the  said  per- 
sons endeavored  to  escape  the  flames,  several  guns  were  fired 
at  them,  whereby  one  man  was  kill'd  and  others  wounded,  and 
several  were  taken  prisoners  and  carried  to  the  goals  in  Penn- 
sylvania,  WHEREFORE   the  Petitioners  most   hunmbly   Prav 
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(amongst  other  things)  his  Majesty's  most  gracious  Interposi- 
tion and  Command  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Peace  on  the 
Borders  of  the  said  Province,  and  WHEREAS  the  Lords  oi  the 
Committee  of  Council,  to  whom  his  Majesty  referr'd  the  con- 
sideration of  the  said  Petitions  have  made  their  report  there- 
upon to  his  Majesty  at  this  Board,  His  Majesty  this  day  took 
the  said  Report  in  his  Royal  Consideration  and  was  pleased 
with  the  advice  of  his  Privy  Council  to  approve  of  what  is 
therein  proposed,  and  his  Majesty  doth  hereby  accordingly 
order  and  Command  that  the  Governors  of  the  respective  Prov- 
inces of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  at  the  time  being  Do  not, 
upon  Pain  of  incurring  his  Majesty's  highest  displeasure,  per- 
mit or  suffer  any  Tumults,  Riots  or  other  Outragious  Disorders 
to  be  committed  on  the  Borders  of  their  respective  Provinces, 
but  that  they  do  immediately  put  a  stop  thereto  and  Use  their 
Utmost  endeavors  to  Preserve  peace  and  good  order  amongst 
all  his  Majesty's  Subjects  under  their  Government,  inhabiting 
the  said  Borders  and  as  a  means  to  Preserve  Peace  and  Tran- 
quility on  the  said  Borders  his  Majesty  doth  hereby  enjoyn 
the  said  Governors  that  they  do  not  make  grants  of  any  part 
of  the  Lands  in  contest  between  the  Proprietaries  respectively 
nor  of  any  part  of  the  Three  lower  Counties,  commonly  called 
New  Castle.  Kent  and  Sussex  nor  permit  any  person  to  settle 
there,  or  even  to  attempt  to  make  a  settlement  thereon  till 
his  Majesty's  pleasure  shall  be  further  signified,  and  his 
Majesty  is  further  pleased  to  direct  that  this  order,  together 
with  duplicates  thereof,  be  delivered  to  the  Proprietors  of  the 
said  Provinces,  who  are  hereby  required  to  transmit  the  same 
forthwith  to  the  Governors  of  the  said  respective  Provinces 
accordingly.  WE  have  therefore  thought  fit  to  publish  the 
said  Royal  Order  to  the  end  that  all  his  Majesty's  subjects 
within  this  Government  may  have  notice  thereof,  and  pay  all 
due  obedience  to  his  majesty's  Royal  Will  and  Pleasure  signi- 
fied therein.  Hereby  strictly  enjoyning  and  requiring  all  and 
every,  the  Magistrates,  Sheriffs  and  Officers  and  all  other  per- 
sons whatsoever  in  the  said  Governments,  not  only  to  use  their 
Utmost  endeavors  for  preventing  and  Suppressing  all  Tu- 
mults, Riots  or  other  outrageous  disorders  on  the  Borders 
aforesaid,  but  to  be  Vigilant  and  Careful  in  Causing  all  the 
other  Commands  and  Directions  of  the  said  Royal  order  to  be 
punctually  observed  and  complied  with,  as  far  as  in  them  lies, 
And  all  and  every,  the  Sheriffs  of  this  government  are  hereby 
required  and  commanded  to  publish  this  Proclamation  at  the 
Court  house   of   their   respective  Counties  &   to   cause   copies 
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thereof  to  be  affixed  at  the  most  Publick  Places  of  the  said 
Counties  that  none  may  pretend  Ignorance  of  the  same.

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Settlements  in  the  West  Indies,  the  King  has  been  pleased  for 
that  Purpose  to  order  a  large  body  of  Troops,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  my  Lord  Cathcart,  a  Major  General  of  his  Majesty's 
Forces,  and  to  go  from  England  with  a  sufficient  convoy  of 
men  of  Warr,  to  a  proper  place  in  the  West  Indies,  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  there  to  be  joyned  by  the  Squadron 
under  the  Command  of  Vice  Admiral  Vernon,  now  in  the  West 
Indies,  and  by  such  a  number  of  Troops  as  may  be  raised  in 
his  Majesty's  Colonies  and  Islands  in  America. 

AND,  as  it  has  been  represented  to  the  King  that  a  Con- 
siderable number  of  men  may  be  easily  had,  upon  proper  en- 
couragement, in  the  British  Plantations  and  Particularly  in 
his  Majesty's  Colonies  on  the  Continent  of  America,  to  serve 
in  conjunction  with  the  regular  Troops  to  be  sent  from  Eng- 
land, IT  IS  HIS  MAJESTIES  PLEASURE,  signified  to  me  by 
his  Grace,  the  Duke  of  New  Castle,  one  of  his  Majesty's  prin- 
cipal Secretaries  of  State,  that  I  should  forthwith  make  the 
proper  disposition  for  raising  as  many  men  as  I  shall  be  able 
to  procure  within  my  government,  and  that  his  Majesty  in- 
tends the  Troops  to  be  raised  in  North  America  shall  be  Com- 
manded by  Colonel  Spotswood.  a  Vigilant  and  Experienced 
officer,  the  whole  to  be,  however,  after  they  shall  have  joyned 
the  regular  Troops,  under  the  Command  of  my  Lord  Cathcart, 
General  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  all  his  Majesty's  Troops 
sent  to  or  raised  in  America. 

It  is  likewise  his  Majesty's  intention  to  give  all  the  proper 
encouragement  to  the  new  Levies,  by  ordering  them  to  bo 
supplied  with  arms  and  proper  cloathing,  and  to  be  paid  by  his 
Majesty,  with  an  assurance  of  their  Coming  in  for  their  share 
of  anv'booty  that  may  be  taken  from  the  enemy,  and  of  their 


being  sent  bact  to  their  respective 


habitations  when  the  sei 


vice  shall  be  over,  unless  any  of  them  shall  desire  to  settle 
themselves  elsewhere. 

His  Majestv  likewise  will  order  to  be  sent  by  Colonel  BlacK- 
ney,  who  is  appointed  Adjutant  General  in  this  expedition,  a 
number  of  blank  Commissions,  to  be  given  by  me  to  the  ofii- 
cers  in  this  Government  tha;  are  to  Command  the  Troops 
raised  here  under  Colonel  Spotswood. 

\s  his  Majestv  doubts  not  but  the  many  injuries  and  cruel- 
ties which  the  Inhabitants  of  the  British  Plantations  have  suf- 
fered from  :he  Violence  and  Depredations  of  the  Spaniards  wi; 
be  an  additional  motive  to  engage  all  his  Majesty's  faithfull 
subjects  here  to  exert  themselves  with  an   uncommon  zeal   in 
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this  Glorious  Undertaking,  so  I  am  resolved  to  Use  my  utmost 
care  and  Diligence  in  an  affair  of  this  Importance,  and  for 
the  promoting  the  success  of  a  Service,  in  w'hich  the  Honour 
of  his  Majesty's  Crown  and  the  Interest  of  his  subjects  are  so 
essentially  concerned,  especially  those  residing  in  this  Part  of 
America,  who  will  thereby  have  a  Trade  opened  for  their  Pro- 
duce, and  be  enriched  by  the  most  Valuable  returns,  That  uo 
time,  therefore,  be  lost,  I  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  ihe  orders 
signified  to  me  as  aforesaid,  in  his  Majesty's  name,  and  with 
the  advice  of  Council,  earnestly  invite  his  Majesty's  subjects 
within  my  government  Chearfully  to  inlist  in  this  service,  as- 
suring them  of  all  proper  encouragement  of  which  his  Maj- 
esty has  already  been  graciously  Pleased  to  give  ample  In- 
stances, by  appointing  an  Officer  long  settled  in  North  Amer- 
ica, and  engage  an  affection  to  protect  their  persons  and  se- 
cure their  interests,  To  command  the  Troops  raised  here,  by 
giving  the  Governor  Power  to  appoint  such  officers  as  i\re  In- 
habitants, or  well  known,  by  ordering  them  to  be  supplied  with 
arms,  cloathing  and  Pay,  and  by  his  Royal  Assurance  of  their 
being  sent  back  to  their  respective  habitations  when  the  Ser- 
vice shall  be  over,  unless  they  shall  desire  to  settle  themselves 
elsewhere.  AND  I  do  further  make  known  that  I  will  order 
some  persons  in  every  County  in  this  Government,  of  which 
notice  shall  be  given  in  the  Publick  newspapers  and  other 
advertisements,  to  take  the  names  of  such  as  shall  be  willing 
to  inlist,  that  they  may  be  in  readiness  to  repair  to  the  gen- 
eral rendezvous  at  Philadelphia,  as  s.oon  as  Colonel  Blackeney, 
his  majesty's  Adjutant  General  in  this  expedition  shall  iirrive, 
(which  is  daily  expected)  with  the  money,  cloaths  and  Arms 
designed  for  supporting  and  paying  them.

WHEREAS,  it  hath  Pleased  Almighty  God,  for  the  Punish- 
ment of  our  Sins,  and  for  awakening  us  to  a  juster  sense  of 
His  Peculiar  and  distinguishing  Blessings  to  the  British  Na- 
tion above  all  the  Nations  on  Earth,  to  permit  an  unnatural 
and  bloody  Rebellion  to  be  begun  and  carried  on  in  Scotland, 
by  [he  Son  of  a  Popish  Pretender,  encouraged  and  supported 
by  our  Ancient  and  Inveterate  Enemies,  the  French  and  Span- 
iards,  and   by  that  Monster   of  Iniquity,   the   Court  of  Rome, 
And  whereas.  God.  of  his  great  mercy,  after  a  chastisement, 
far  short  of  our  deserts,  hath  at  length  been  pleased   to  give 
a  Blessing  to  the  Forces  of  our  Rightfull  and  Lawfull  Sover- 
eign  King  George,  under   the   Command   of   His  Royal   High- 
ness, the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  by  a  compleat  victory  over  his

AND  that  the  said  Day  may  be  observed  with  a  solemnity 
becoming  our  Christian  Profession,  and  not.  as  has  been  too 
often  the  practice,  with  drunkenness  and  other  kinds  of  Li- 
centiousness, to  the  dishonour  of  God  and  to  the  reproach  of 
the  Christian  name,  I  do  hereby  order  that  the  Magistrate? 
and  other  officers  of  Justice  be  especially  careful!  to  prevent 
all  Immoralities  or  riotous  disorders  whatever,  and  further.  I 
do  recommend  the  people  of  the  several  Religious  Persuasions

RELATING  TO  RAISING  MEN,  &C. 
[L.  S.l 

HIS  Grace,  the  Duke  of  New  Castle,  one  of  his  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  having  by  his  letter  of  the  9Lh 
of  April  last,  signified  unto  me,  as  well  as  to  the  other  Gov- 
ernors of  the  Northern  Colonies,  that  his  Majesty  has  been 
Pleased  to  order  a  considerable  body  of  his  Troops  from  Eng- 
land, under  the  Command  of  Lieutenant  General  St.  Clair, 
with  a  sufficient  convoy  of  Men  of  Warr.  to  Louisborough.  for 
the  immediate  reducaon  of  Canada  and  that  I  shall  forthwith 
make  the  necessary  dispositions  for  raising  as  many  men  as  the 
shortness  of  the  Time  will  permit,  within  my  government,  to 
be  employed  in  concert  with  his  majesty";  regulir  Troops  on 
this  important  Service. 
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Thac  it  is  the  King's  intention  the  Troops  to  be  raised 
shou'd  consist  of  Companies  of  one  hundred  men  each,  and 
that  those  that  shall  be  raised  in  the  several  Provinces  of  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia  be 
formed  into  one  corps,  to  be  commanded  by  W.  Gooch,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  of  Virginia  (whom  the  King  has  been  pleased 
on  this  occasion  to  promote  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General), 
and  they  should  rendezvous  at  Albany,  within  the  Province  of 
New  York,  or  at  such  other  Place  as  Mr.  Gooch  shall  think 
proper  to  appoint,  in  order  to  proceed  from  thence  by  land  into 
the  Southern  Parts  of  Canada;  whilst  those  to  be  raised  in  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  New  Hampshire.  Rhode 
Island  and  Connecticut  are  to  rendezvous  at  Louisborough  and 
to  proceed  with  the  Forces  sent  from  England  under  Convoy  of 
his  Majesty's  Fleet,  up  the  River  St.  Lawrence  to  Quebec. 

THAT  in  consequence  of  these  Dispositions,  his  Majesty  has 
been  pleased  to  authorize  me  to  appoint  such  officers  as  I  shall 
see  fit  to  command  the  Troops  to  be  raised  within  this  gov- 
ernment, for  which  purpose  a  number  of  blank  commissions 
will  be  sent  me,  and  I  am  Commanded  to  assure  all  such  as 
shall  engage  in  this  service,  as  well  officers  as  soldiers,  that 
they  will  immediately  enter  into  his  Majesty's  Pay,  the  offi- 
cers from  the  Time  they  shall  engage  in  his  majesty's  service. 
and  the  soldiers  from  the  respective  days  on  which  they  shall 
enlist,  and  that  they  shall  come  in  for  a  share  of  any  booty 
to  be  taken  from  the  enemy,  and  be  sent  back  to  their  respec- 
tive habitations  when  this  service  shall  be  over,  unless  any 
of  them  shall  desire  to  settle  elsewhere,  which,  unquestionably, 
they  will  be  encouraged  to  do  by  grants  of  the  conquered 
Lands  in  preference  to  all  other  Persons. 

THAT  as  to  the  article  of  Arms  and  Cloathing  for  the  men 
to  be  raised,  his  majesty  has  Commanded  me  to  take  care  that 
the  soldiers  may  be  provided  with  them,  and  has  Impowered 
Lieutenant  General  St.  Clair  to  make  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  defraying  that  expense. 

AND  that  if  any  persons  can  be  found  who  are  acquainted 
wi:h  the  navigation  of  the  River  St.  Lawrence.  I  do  engage 
them  by  suitable  rewards  to  serve  on  board  his  Majesty's 
Fleet,  and  send  them  as  soon  as  possible  to  Louisborough  for 
that  purpose. 

NOW.  that  these,  his  Majesty's  Gracious  intentions  may  be 
made  Publick,  I  do,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council.  Issue  this 
Proclamation.  Inviting  his  Majesty's  subjects  within  the  gov- 
ernment to  exert  themselves  as  becomes  a  Dutiful  and  grate- 
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full  People,  to  the  best  of  Kings,  upon  an  occasion  the  most 
interesting  to  them,  as  well  as  to  all  the  rest  of  the  British 
Colonies  in  North  America,  an  occasion  in  which  the  Quiet 
and  happiness  of  them  and  their  Posterity  are  so  immediately 
concerned  that  it  would  be  an  affront  to  their  Understandings 
to  make  use  of  Arguments  to  prove  it.  an  occasion  that  has 
been  so  long  and  earnestly  wish'd  for,  that  it  would  not  b? 
unreasonable  to  expect  the  whole  Body  of  People  should  ris-? 
up  as  one  Man  to  secure,  under  the  Blessing  of  God,  the  Suc- 
cess of  the  Undertaking,  and  it  may  justly  be  hoped,  as  his 
Majesty  has  been  forced  into  the  Warr  for  the  Defence  of  his 
Crown  and  the  Civil  and  Religious  Rights  of  the  People,  that 
the  Almighty  will  grant  a  Blessing  to  his  Arms.  His  Majesty's 
subjects  in  Europe  have  given  proof  of  their  loyalty  and  af- 
fection to  his  Person  and  Government  beyond  Examples  of 
former  Ages  to  the  best  of  their  Kings,  An  opportunity  is  now 
offered  to  those  in  North  America  to  shew  that  a  change  of 
climate  has  made  no  change  on  theirs.  I.  for  my  part,  am 
determined  to  act  with  the  Duty  and  Zeal  becoming  a  Faith- 
full  servant  to  a  most  gracious  master,  and  with  a  Vigour 
becoming  a  Trust  deposited  with  me  for  the  Interests  and  S-^- 
curity  of  the  People  under  my  government.

RELATING  TO  AN  INFECTED  SHIP. 

Whereas,  the  ship  Euryale,  John  Cox,  Commander,  is  lately 
arrived  in  this  Port  of  Philadelphia,  from  the  Island  of  Bar- 
badoes,  which  Island,  at  the  time  of  the  said  ship's  departure 
from  thence,  being  much  afflicted  v/ith  a  dangerous  and  Con- 
tagious distemper,  there  is  great  reason  to  fear  that  :he  said 
ship  and  her  company  are  infected  therewrth,  AND  WHERE- 
AS, the  Captain  and  Marines  of  the  said  infected  ship,  and  the 
passengers  that  were  on  board  her  have,  in  Contempt  of  the 
Law,  presumed  to  come  on  shore  and  disperse  themselves  in 
this'  City  and  Places  adjacent,  to  the  Great  Danger  of  the 
health  and  lives  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  WE  have, 
therefore,  thought  fit  to  issue  this,  our  proclamation,  strictly 
charging  and  Commanding  all  persons  that  they  do  not  hence- 
forth receive,  harbour  or  entertain  any  Person  or  Persons  that 
arrived  in  the  said  Infected  Ship  Euryale,  without  acquaint- 
ing the  President  and  Council  aforesaid  or  some  one  of  them, 
or  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  or  City  of 
Philadelphia  therewith,  that  the  Condition  and  health  of  such 
Person  so  arriving  may  be  examined,  and  that  they  may  be 
dealt  with  according  to  Law.

RELATING  TO  SPIRITOUS  LIQUORS  BEING  PROHIBITED 
FROM  THE  INDIANS,  &C. 

WHEREAS,  by  several  Acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Province 
the  selling  of  Rum  to  the  Indians  is  Prohibited,  under  se- 
vere penalties,  and  Particularly  by  an  Act  of  the  12th  of  King 
William  it  is  enacted  as  follows :  "That  all  Rum,  brandy  or 
strong  liquors  that  shall  be  carried,  or  offered  to  sale  or  dis- 
posal to  or  at  any  of  the  Indian  Towns  or  habitations  within 
the  Bounds  of  this  Province,  shall  be  forfeit,  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  forfeit,  one  third  to  the  Governor  and  two- 
thirds  to  such  Person  or  Persons  who  shall  seize  the  same,  and 
all  Persons  (as  well  Indians  as  others)  are  thereby  impower'd 
to  seize  and  secure  all  such  rum.  Brandy  and  other  strong 
spirits  90  found  at  any  Indian  towns  or  settlements  as  afore- 
said," and  by  another  act  of  the  Eighth  year  of  the  late  King 
George  the  First  it  is  (among  other  things)  enacted  "That 
no  person  whatsoever,  otherwise  than  is  therein  declared,  shall 
sell.  Barter  or  Give  to  any  Indian  or  Indians,  or  to  any  other 
Person  or  Persons  for  their  Use,  nor  by  any  means,  directly  or 
indirectly,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished,  any  Indian  or 
Indians  with  any  Rum,  Wine,  or  other  strong  liquors,  mixed 
or  unmixed,  under  the  Penalty  of  Twenty  Pounds  for  such  of- 
fence, one  half  to  the  Governor  for  support  of  Government, 
and  the  other  'half  to  the  Informer,  or  such  person  or  Persons 
as  will  sue  for  the  same."  AND  FURTHER,  "That  in  Case 
any  Rum  or  other  spirits  above  the  quantity  of  one  gallon,  be 
carried  amongst  the  Indians  at  theij-  Towns,  or  beyond  the 
Christian  Inhabitants,  the  Person  carrying  the  same,  or  he  in 
whose  possession  the  same  shall  be  found,  shall  forfeit  and 
Pay  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  to  the  Uses  aforesaid."  AND 
FURTHER,  "That  no  person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  after  the 
First  day  of  August  then  next  following,  under  the  Penalty  of 
Twenty  Pounds  for  the  Uses  aforesaid,  shall  Trade  or  Traf- 
fick  with  any  Indian  for  any  commodity  whatever,  but  at 
their  own  dwelling  houses  and  places  of  Residence  with  their 
families,  within  some  settled  Township  of  this  Province,  with- 
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out  being  first  recommended  to  the  Governor  for  his  Lycence 
by  the  Justices  of  the  County  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions 
within  the  Province  to  the  place  of  such  residence,  and  that 
no  Person  shall  be  so  licensed  without  first  giving  Bond  in 
tne  said  Quarter  Sessions,  with  one  or  more  substantial  Free- 
holders of  the  same  county  to  be  bound  with  them  in  the  sum 
of  One  hundred  Pounds  conditioned  that  he  will  duly  observe 
the  Laws  of  this  Province  for  regulating  the  Trade  with  the 
Indians,  which  recommendations  and  licenses  shall  be  re- 
newed annually  in  the  manner  before  directed,  and  shall 
further,  by  his  Oath,  or  affirmation,  oblige  himself  that  he  will 
not  directly  or  indirectly  sell  or  dispose  of  any  Rum  or  other 
spirits,  mixed  or  unmixed,  to  any  Indian,"  AND  WHEREAS, 
frequent  complaints  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  and  of 
late  earnestly  renewed  that  divers  gross  irregularities  and 
abuses  have  been  committed  in  the  Indian  Countries  by  means 
of  the  great  quantities  of  strong  liquors  which  are  every  year 
bought  and  sold  amongst  them,  contrary  to  and  in  contempt 
of  the  said  Daws,  and  that  many  of  the  Indians  by  being  in- 
toxicated and  drinking  to  excess  of  those  liquors  are  not  only 
grossly  imposed  upon  and  cheated  in  their  bargains,  but  are 
also  thereby  inflamed  to  such  a  degree  as  actually  to  de- 
stroy a  great  many  of  their  own  lives  and  greatly  to  en- 
danger the  lives  of  others.  WE  HAVE,  therefore,  thought  fit 
for  the  prevention  of  such  Disorders,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  to 
Publish  this  Proclamation,  strictly  charging  and  Commanding 
that  no  Person  or  Persons  do  hereafter  Presume  to  trade  with 
the  Indians  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the 
directions  given  in  the  said  act  of  assembly  and  we  do  also 
strictly  enjoyn  the  Magistrates  of  the  several  counties  within 
this  Province,  and  especially  those  of  the  County  of  Lancaster, 
where  these  abuses  are  mostly  carried  on.  to  be  very  vigilant 
and  Careful  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties  required  of  them 
by  the  said  acts  of  Assembly  and  in  Particular  to  demand 
such  license  of  all  Persons  travelling  with  goods  to  trade  with 
the  Indians,  and  to  make  or  cause  diligent  search  to  be  made 
for  any  Quantity  of  Rum  or  other  strong  liquors  exceeding 
the  quantity  allowed  by  law,  which  they  shall  reason  to  sus- 
pect is  carrying  to  the  Indians.  AND  for  the  more  effectual 
detecting  and  suppressing  the  abuses  aforesaid  we  do  further 
earnestly  recommend  it  to  the  said  magistrates  to  give  all 
due  Countenance  and  Encouragement  to  the  Persons  who  shall 
apply  or  can  give  information  against  those  who  have  been  or 
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Shall  hereafter  be  guilty  of  carrying  or  vending  Rum  and 
other  strong  liquors  amongst  the  Indians  contrary  to  the  said 
recited  Laws  or  any  of  them.  MOREOVER,  in  as  much  as  by 
the  said  act  of  Assembly  of  the  12th  of  King  William,  all  Rum, 
Brandy  and  other  spirits  carryed  into  any  of  the  Indian 
Towns  are  declared  to  be  forfeit,  one-third  to  the  Governor, 
the  other  two-thirds  to  the  persons  seizing  the  same,  WE  do 
hereby  give  full  power  and  Authority  to  any  Indian  or  Indians 
to  whom  Rum  or  other  strong  liquors  shall  hereafter  be  offered 
lor  sale  contrary  to  the  said  Laws,  to  stave  and  break  to 
pieces  the  Cask  or  vessel  in  which  Rum  or  other  strong  liquor 
is  contained,  without  being  accountable  to  Us  for  the  Gover- 
nor's third  part,  and  for  the  better  encouragement  of  all  Per- 
:sons  to  give  Information  and  Prosecute  the  offenders  against 
-any  of  the  said  Laws,  We  do  hereby  further  declare  that  the 
said  Informers  shall  have  and  receive  to  their  own  Use  the 
whole  Penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  by  and  to  be  re- 
-covered of  the  Persons  against  whom  they  shall  so  inform,  as 
well  the  Parts  and  shares  allotted  by  the  said  Laws  to  the  In- 
former, as  those  given  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  time  being.

A  PROCLAMATION 

RELATING  TO  PILOTS  EMBARKING  ON  BOARD  INWARD 
BOUND  SHIPS,  &C. 

[L.  S.] 

WHEREAS,  divers  insults,  captures  and  depredations  were 
made  and  Committed  by  our  enemies  the  last  Summer  in  and 
near    the    Bay    and    River   Delaware,   Several   Vessels    taken, 
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Plantations  Plundered  and  the  g-oods,  Negroes,  and  effects  of 
the  Inhabitants  carried  off,  all  which  was  the  more  easily 
effected  by  means  of  some  Pilot  boats  using  the  Bay  and  River 
aforesaid,  which  the  enemy,  pretending  to  be  Friends,  had 
got  possession  of.  TO  the  end,  therefore,  that  no  means  in 
our  Power  may  be  wanting  for  the  preventing  the  like  in- 
sults, captures  and  depredations  for  the  future,  and  for  the 
Security,  as  well  of  Inhabitants  on  both  sides  the  Bay  and 
River  of  Delaware,  as  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
Trade  thereof  in  this  time  of  Common  Danger,  We  have 
thought  fit  to  issue  this  our  Proclamation,  strictly  enjoining 
and  Commanding  all  Pilots  whatsoever  using  the  Bay  or 
River  of  Delaware,  and  all  other  Persons  taking  charge  of  any 
ship  or  Vessel  in  or  near  the  said  Bay  or  River,  that  from  and 
after  the  Tenth  Day  of  April  to  the  Twenty  Fifth  day  of  Sep- 
tember in  every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present 
Warr  between  Great  Britain  and  France  and  Spain,  or  either 
of  them,  they  do  not  presume  on  any  pretence  whatsoever  to 
go  on  board  any  Inward  bound  Vessel  until  the  Commander 
thereof  or  some  of  the  Mariners  or  People  have  first  come  on 
shore,  to  the  end  it  may  the  more  certainly  be  known  whether 
such  vessel  belongs  to  British  subjects  or  not.  as  they  shall 
answer  the  contrary  at  their  highest  Peril,  and  for  the  dis- 
covery of  delinquents  due  care  will  be  taken  and  strict  en- 
quiry made  of  all  Commanders  of  ships.  Mariners  and  others 
by  the  proper  officers  to  be  appointed  'for  that  purpose.
